Clarence A. Brown, a Well Known 
Business Man. 


LIVED HIS ENTIRE LIFE IN PALMER. 


Well Known in Business, Political and 
Church Circles. Had Been a 
Sufferer for Years. 

The death Clarence A. Brown, 4%, 
occurred yest: rday forenoon about 10 o’clock 
at his home on North Main street in Palmer. 
Mr. Brown had suffered for years with 
rheumatism in the form known as rheuma- 
toid arthritis, bis last illness dating back to 
a year ago last November. Through all his 
suffering, and especially iu bis last sickness, 
be maintained wonderful courage and 
patieuce, always looking on the brighter 
side of life. He was this 
often kept him at his place of business when 
other men would have thought it impossible.

Mr. Brown was a native of Palmer, hav- 
ing been born there April 12, 1850, the son 


of Ebenezer and Mary Brown His educa- 
tion was obtained in the Palmer schools and 
at Monson Academy. He was married in 
1871 to Fanny W. Royce of Palmer, and the 
same year the firm of C. A. Brown & Co, 
consisting of himself and his father, stove 
dealers, was formed and has continued to 
the present time. The business of the firm 
was then located in what is now the Con- 
verse block, but four years later, finding 
those quarters too small for their needs, the 
Commercial block was built by Ebenezer 
Brown and C. D. Holbrook, and in it the 
firm has ever since done business in the 
stove and hardware line. He is survived by 
a wife, his father and mother, and a sister, 
Anna, the wife of F. D. Barton of Palmer. 

In politics Mr. Brown was a Democrat, 
and an active worker. He was the nominee 
of his party for the Legislature at one time, 
and under the first Cleveland administration 
was appointed postmaster, serving four 
years. He wasa member of Thomas lodge 
of Masons, and Palmer lodge of Odd Fellows. 
He was also a prominent worker in the Con- 
gregational church, though not a member. 
Mr. and Mrs. Brown were both musicians, 
and they have materially assisted the choir 
of the church for many years. In his young- 
er days he was much interested in athletics, 
especially baseball. 

Mr. Brown’s illness was peculiar in that it 
would confine him to his house for weeks at 
atime, after which he would partially re- 
cover and be able to attend to business again, 
sometimes for months, only to be again 
stricken with the trouble, for which medical 
science seemed to furnish no relief. 

The funeral will be held next Monday 
afternoon at 1 o’clock, at the house on North 
Main street. 








THORNDIKE MAN MISSING. 


Has Been Gone Two Weeks. His Friends 
Fear Foul Play. 


Leo Shyne of Thorndike is missing from 
bis home and his friends fear something is 
wrong. The last seen of him was on Satur- 
day, Dec. 23, when he left his boarding 
place at Paul Bordeaux’s on Church street, 
stating that he was going to New York with 
another friend from Bondsville, and that he 
would return Monday, but up to this writing 
nothing has been seen of him and no mes- 
sage received. When he left home he had 
about $40 with him. He did not ask off 
from his work, and this is one fact which 
leads his friends to think that he has prob- 
ably met with foul play, else he would have 
returned to his work before now. He was 
employed in the beaming room of the No. 
1 mill. He was well known in town anda 
member of the Columbian band, and was 
quite popular with the members of that or- 
ganization. He left all his personal effects 
at his boarding place, and it is understood 
be bas a week’s pay waiting him in the office 
of the company. Diligent inquiry is being 
made and every means is being employed 
which can possibly throw any light upon his 
whereabouts. Sbhyne is described as being 
5 feet Sinches tall, weight 150 pounds, dark 
complexion, dark hair aud eyes, and wore 
when he left Thorndike a light Fedora hat, 
light overcoat and russet shoes. 








Man Gets a Broken Leg. 


Frank Allen had his left leg broken Sun- 
day night on Walnut street by a kick from a 
horse. He had been to the railroad station 
with a load of milk, and on his way home 
had stopped at the house of Joseph Allen on 
Pleasant street. He started from there and 
was found a few moments later on the ground 
near Marcy's stable on Walnut street with a 
compound fracture of the left leg, so severe 
that the bone protruded through the flesh.

NOT ANY LAW IN HIS. 


A Pole Who Proposes to Steer Clear of 
Legal Complications. 

A Palmer lawyer is having lots of trouble 
in trying to secure the service of some 
papers on a Polish resident of one of the 
villages of the town, With all his propen- 
sity for the law, the Pole is not anxious for 
it when the law is “on him,” and will steer 
clear of it if he can. The lawyer received 
notice a few days ago that some legal papers 
had been sent by registered letter to a 
certain Pole in town by the Imperial and 
Royal Austro-Hungarian consul at Boston, 
with a request that be hunt up the man and 
see that be took the mail from the office. 
He finally located bis man in one of the 
villages, where he is working in the mill, 
and as the letter was addressed to Palmer 
the lawyer tried to have the one for whom 
it was intended come down and get the mail. 
But he absolutely declined to have anything 
to do with it. Then his brother was impor- 
tuned to take the letter and receipt to the 
proper person, see that he got it and return 
the receipt to the post office; tut he refused ; 
he “no have anyt’ing to do wit’ any papers 
from a lawyer’s office; and the man’s 
sister seemed to have had experience in this 
line, for she suggested that ‘‘when you go 
into lawyer place you want know what you 
go for.” What the papers does not 
appear, but the Pole evidently has a ‘‘nose 
for trouble’ and proposes to keep out of it. 
In the meantime the lawyer’s friends are 
suggesting that he is getting a reputation 
among one class of the foreign population at 
least.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY’S MEETING. 


Interesting Papers Concerning Indians Read, 
and Indian Implements Shown. 


The Palmer Historical Society had a very 
full attendance Tuesday night, when a good- 
ly number of new members were admitted. 
A paper was read by H. C. Strong on the 
Indians of New England, and one by O. P. 
Allen on the Indians in Palmer; both papers 
dealt with facts but little known to the 
general public. Mr. Ball gave a very inter- 
esting and instructive talk on Indian relics, 
and illustrated his remarks by many valua- 
ble and rare specimens, quite a number of 
which were found in Palmer. Among them 
may bs mentioned a stone ax formed from 
granite, found on the farm of E. G. Hastings; 
a fine stone pestle found in the rear of the 
opera house; pieces of pottery from the 
James Hamilton farm, and arrow heads 
from various localities in town.

His com- 
panions awoke him and the fire was ex- 
tinguished with only the bed clothing being 
slightly burned and his vest scorched.

The story of the speakership fight is worth 
telling while it is fresh, and it has its lessons 
for the public which ought to be impressed 
upon the average mind before the mass of 
legislative news drives it out. The great 
fight which ended Tuesday afternoon in the 
caucus by a vote of $4 for James J. Myers of 
Cambridge to 65 for Frank P. Bennett of 
Saugus and 24 for Charles R. Saunders of 
Boston, began openly in the Legislature of 
1899 several weeks before the prorogation. 
The most open campaigner was Mr. Bennett. 
His first meeting was held with the knowl- 
edge of the public, and from that time to 
Tuesday forenoon, when 73 men ate his 
dinner but only 66 of them voted for him on 
the first ballot, he has not ceased to wage 
one of the most vigorous campaigns. The 
hardest campaign before this was that ten 
.years ago when William R. Barrett was 
elected over J. Otis Wardwell. There was 
great bitterness in that and more personal- 
ities of one kind. But of another kind of 
personalities there has been a great excess 
in this campaign. The grossest attacks have 
been made upon Speaker Myers, and the 
motive has been to break him down with the 
public. This attack has had its effect in 
driving members from him, aud it is to be 
supposed that if it had not been for these 
scurrilous criticisms he would have seen his 
way much earlier to a majority of the

cising his political history, but his personal 
figure and appearance have been caricatured. 
But he has kept his temper and has won. 

One discreditable fact appears, namely, 
that some of the members could not express 
themselves so as to be understood. Itis not 
to be believed that such men as signed the 
statement for Myers would knowingly say 
what would make them ridiculous in public. 
The same must be said of those who signed 
a statement for Bennett. But the Myers 
men said that they were sure of over the 
necessary $4 to elect, while the Bennett men 
said that there were at least 95 sure anti- 
Myers men. Well, since two Myers men 
were absent, the vote on the second choice 
shows that they might have been right, but 
Myers had only 73 on the first ballot. It is 
evident that some members of the party 
were absolutely unreliable and deliberately 
misled the leaders on one side, probably on 
both. It was not a creditabie display of the 
moral quality of some of the members of the 
General Court of Massachusetts. Repre- 
sentative Howland of Chelsea, one of 
Myer’s leading managers, speaking of the 
rival claims, said that, on the piaciple of 
averages, it was not probable that there were 
any more members of the Ananias club with 
Myers than there were with Bennett. Fig- 
uring on this basis, he believed that Myers 
would win. Butif the Myers men had acted 
as they were expected to, they should have 
given him a majority on the first ballot. 

It appears from the election of Myers that 
the Republicans of Massachusetts are not 
disposed to draw too rigid a line in party 
matters. They do not think any the less of 
a man who acts for himself once in a while, 
for, as Myers put it in his Middlesex club 
speech, who “casts a conscience vote.” 


This has been done by Senator Lodge, 
Secretary Long, Governor Wolcott, not to 
mention thousands of others of high rank 
in the party when they found that they 
differed seriously from the managers of the 
party for the time being. But they were 
not disbarred from the party thereby. The 
election of Myers has a bearing upon that 
point. 


Another point which has been raised is in 
connection with the committees. It seems 
that down to 1893, certainly between that 
year and 1880, it was the practice of the 
Republican presiding officers to give a few 
chairmanships to the Democrats. Since 
1893 not a Democrat has had a position. Mr. 
Stone of Springfield, of the House, is the 
ranking member of the judiciary committee. 
He is a Democrat, but of the sort who would 
easily be taken for a Republican, such have 
been his associates and so clear has he 
steered of petty Democratic politics in the 
House. The question has been. asked why 
should the man who would at once be 
appointed to the position, other things being 
equal, be turned aside because he is a Demo- 
crat, when politics cut no figure in his 
duties. Myers has this question to answer. 
It is said that Mr. Mellen of Worcester will 
propose that the committees be elected by 
the House, instead of having them appoint- 
ed by the speaker, but this would be an 
unheard-of innovation and there is no 
reason to suppose that it will be adopted. 
It might possibly stand a better show 
coming from a Republican, but the House 
will surely not entertain the proposition 
coming from so well known a legislative 
character as Mr. Mellen. In the national 
senate the party caucuses select the respec- 
tive members of committees, but this plan 
would go further than that. 

The retirement of Gov. Wolcott from a 
public position will be noted by many people 
with regret, whatever pleasure the politi- 
cians may experience in his departure 
from the service of the state. His last 
public appearance was when he adminis- 
tered the oaths of office to the members of 
the House when the Legislature was or- 
ganized. Roger Wolcott has been full 
governor of the state for almost four years. 
This is for a longer period than any other 
man since the incumbency of John A. 
Andrews, our governor during the civil war. 
Gov. Greenhalge died in March, leaving 
nearly a full year to be served by Wolcott 
Then be had the three regular elections for 
himself as governor. Of course, in this 
time, he has become familiar to all the 
people of the state. It is quite a little time 
back to the days when some other man was 
governor. Wolcottis the mostdistinguished 
appearing public man Massachusetts has had 
for a longtime. His tall, perfect figure and 
handsome face give him a presence which 
always counts for his advantage and makes 
him seem to the people to be every inch a 
governor. Then, be is a popular man. 
Personally, be is of the highest moral 
character and purity of motive. He Gesires 
the good of all the people and he upholds 
the dignity of the state in a manner accept- 
able to the mass of the people. Many think 
that he bas a future in politics, but the 
majority of observers do not read the future 
in that way. He may be appointed am- 
bassador, or get some bigh appointive office 
otherwise,. but it is not regarded as very 
probable that he will ever become United 
States senator. If he were to be elected to 
the tower branch of Congress and make his 
mark in national affairs, and secure the ac- 
quaintance of leading men in Washington, 
then he might get to the Senate or other 
prominent position. But it will be quite a 
time before there is any vacancy available 
for him in the power of Massachusetts to 
give, and by that time he is expected to have 
passed mostly from the political horizon. 
His memory will always be green, but there 
is not an expectation of further advance- 
ment.

the name wigwam was given to the brook 
In the northern part of the town it is said 
that chief Pottaquattuck had a sort of quasi 
claim for which the early settlers nsed to 
give the aged chief a small annual pension 
while he lived, and the tradition has come 
down that he died here in town and was 
buried somewhere not far from the trail from 
Pottaquattuck pond to the Swift river. It is 
a singular fact that some thirty-five years 
ago Mr. E. G. Hastings found on the north 
part of his farm on a knoll a short distance 
from the site of the Seth Shaw house a very 
unique deposit of flat stones upon each other 
down to the depth of six feet, which he re- 
moved, leaving an unknown number beneath 
those removed. These stones were flat and 
shapely and laid with much care, evidently 
for a memorial purpose. It has occurred to 
the writer that this singular monument may 
mark the grave of Pottaquattuck, the Indian 
chief, beloved by his tribe and greatly re- 
spected by white men because of his many 
estimable qualities. The tradition of the 
burial of the chief and the location of an 
apparent memorial presents a striking coinci- 
dence worthy of consideration. The early 
home of Pottaquattuck in our town is sup- 
posed to have been on the south side of 
Colonel’s Mountain, where various relics 
have been gathered, some of them quite 
curious. 

As Palmer was settled eighty years later 
than Springfield, its freedom from Indian

281H ARTICLE ON PALMER HISTORY. UNABLE TO SPEAK AND THINLY CLAD. 





He Arrived at His Sister’s Home Wholly 
Exhausted, to Live Only a 
Few Hours, 


Read by O. P. Allen Before the Historical 
Society. Little Known of These 
Former Residents. 

“Tis like a dream when one awakes, 
This vision of the scenes of old; 


’Tis like the moon when morning breaks, 
‘Tis like a tale round watcbh-fires told.” 


For those who are interested in the things 
of the past, a rare fascination attaches to 
the recital of details to which are given a 
locality and a name. 

History gives us a meager account of the 
Indians who claimed jurisdiction in our 
town prior to the coming of the white 
settlers, but we know in a general way that 
it was embraced in the country of the 
Nipmucks. The Nipmucks were the interior 
Indians of Eastern Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut, east of the Connecticut river and 
some distance away from the sea coast; they 
were divided into clans, like the Quaboags 
of Brookfield, but do not seem to have had a 
Grand Sachem of their own, but owned al- 


Martin M. Merrigan, 45, died at the home 
of his sister, Mrs. M. E. Harty in Ware, 
Tuesday morning under peculiar circum- 
stances. Postmaster Bridgman of Ware 
received a letter Monday morning from 
Archibald S. Spaulding, a selectman of 
Norwich, Ct., where Mr. Merrigan had been 
working, asking whether he lived in Ware 
and whether he had a sister, Mrs. M. E. 
Harty, there, with a request to telegraph 
reply. This was done and Monday evening 
Mr. Merrigan reached Ware from Norwich, 
where he had been put on the train, without 
an overcoat and very sick. When he 
reached Ware he was taken to his sister’s 
home, and though conscious could give no 
coherent account of himself. Medical aid 
was summoned, butall efforts to restore him 
were unavailing, and he died the next 




























































































morning. The physician attending said that 
he seemed to have no particular disease, but 
that he was totally exhausted and appeared 
to have had but little nourishment for some 
time. There were bandages on one leg and 
arm, which he said had been placed there at 
a hospital, but they covered eczema, which 
was not the cause of his condition. 

The man was noticed by many at the 
station in Palmer Monday night while wait- 
ing for the Ware train to leave, and all 
united in the opinion that he he was in no 
condition to travel, to say nothing of going 
alone. He could not speak, although he was 
perfectly conscious and would shake bis 
head or nod in reply to questions. He had 
no overcoat and one was provided for him by 
a sympathetic onlooker; he was in a gener- 
ally dilapidated and unkempt condition, and 
had evidently been shipped in a hurry, 
one of his shoes not being laced up. The 
conductor of the C. V. train saw him on the 
platform at Norwich, 4 physician and two 
men being with him, and supposed of 
cuurse that he would be attended on the 
train, but when he found him alone after the 
cars had started was considerably surprised 
and indignant. He tried to make the man 
as comfortable as possible, and at one time 
got him a drink of water, but the first swal- 
low at once came up again, bringing blood 
with it. 


legience in turn to the Wampanoags, the 
Narragansetts, the Mohegans, or were in- 
dependent as best suited them, though they 
had petty chiefs of theirown. At one time 
the Nipmucks were quite a numerous 
people, numbrring about 1500 They had 
the tribal right of hunting and fishing in 
our locality, although members of other 
tribes came and went through their territory 
at will, from the coast to the river valley. 

It is interesting to know where these sons 
of the forest had their trails, which by the 
aid of the early records we are still able to 
locate in our territory. One of these trails 
vame from the Brookfields, the ancient seat 
of the clan Quaboags, into Palmer just 
below West Brimfield, passed by the Dea. 
Converse place, over the bill east of Blanch- 
ardville, through our village site, and on over 
the Quaboag near the Wire Mill. This trail 
paved the way for the later Bay Path, fol- 
lowed by the old post road, and with a few 
chang¢s in location by our present road to 
West Brimfield. A trail branched off from 
this main line, just over the river beyond the 
Wire Mill, leading the way to the present 
village of Three Rivers, crossing the Qua- 
boag just above the bridge and again cross- 
ing the river in the rear of the Baptist 
church on the way to Ludlow. Another 
trail left the old fort on Indian Hill in Brim- 
field, passed near Steerage Rock down the 
western slope over the Quaboag river, and 
south of Colonel’s Mountain, past the 
present Charles R. Shaw place to Ware, 
thence down the east side of Ware river to 
Pottaquattuck pond, thence over the Ware 
river westerly till it crossed Swift river ad- 
joining the George Brown farm, then on to 
Ludlow. Thus it will be seen that our 
territory was pretty well intersected by the 
Indian pathways from the coast to the 
interior, and served their purpose for un- 
told generations. 

It may be of interest to note the local 
Indian names which the records have pre- 
served. Our township is supposed to have 
belonged to the tract known to the 
Nipmucks = as Wambemesiscock; Ware 
river was known as Nemameseck; aud ac- 
cording to one authority Mount Dumplin 
was called Cuppacummuck; Baptist Hill 
was known as Massawamasog; and the 
eminence east of our village as Chicopee 
Hill; Forest Lake was called Pottaquattuck 
pond, and the stream which empties into 
the Quaboag just above the Col. King farm 
was called Pottuquattuck brook. The fol- 
lowing Indian names still remain and it is 
hoped always will, viz: Pottaquattuck 
mountain, Quaboag river, Chicopee river, 
Wigwam brook, while one of our hotels has 
retained the name of a noted Indian of the 
neighborhood of early days. It is pleasing 
to the antiquary to have even these scanty 
memorials of a people which have faded 
away, for 






























































































depredations may be readily accounted for, 
especially as the Nipmuck tribes had been 
greatly weakened by warfare. However 
about 1744 on the breaking out of the French 
and Indian war, our early settlers fearing 
that roaming bands of the enemy might pass 
through the town, determined according to 
tradition to be in readiness to defend them- 
selves, for which end a stockade was erected 
on the prominent knoll south of the George 
Brown house, which was located on the 
plain near the Indian trail. It was 
admirably situated and commanded an unin- 
terrupted view in all directions. No enemy 
made his appearance, so the single fortified 
work in our town went to decay. What 
bears the appearance of an earthwork still 
remains on the brow of the knoll which is 
now partially overgrown with pines. As no 
account of this stockade appears on our 
records, it was probably constructed by 
voluntary effort as a means of defense for 
the families located in the vicinity and some- 
what remote from other settled portions of 
the town. 

For many years our people went armed to 
their work and to church, and were often 
annoyed by rumors of the coming foe who 
never seemed to appear, but while our 
people never had a reason to meet the red 
man in mortal combat within our own 
borders, many sons of Palmer went forth to 
do battle against the French and Indians 
during the two last wars; some of them met 
death on the evsanguined field far from 
home, while the larger number came back to 
find honored graves in our ancient ceme- 
teries. 

It is said up to the Revolution occasional 
bands of Indians came through our town 
who were always well treated and never 
molested our people. According to their 
custom it is supposed the Indians had for 
ages anbually burned over our valleys, clear- 
ing them of underbrush and rank grass, and 
thus making a clear passage while they were 
engaged in the pursuit of game, and prevent- 
ing the concealment of a foe. This method 
also prepared the rich bottom lands for the 
planting of corn, and paved the way for the 
ready occupancy of the first white settlers. 

In this brief sketch is narrated all that is 
known of the Indians connected with our 
town for more than a century and a half. 
The story is brief and fragmentary, leaving 
much for the imagination to supply. It 
would be interesting if we could lift the veil 
which obscures the past and learn more of 
the tribes which roamed with wild abandon 
through cur whilom forests for cycles untold 
and years unnumbered. We would doubt- 
less be treated to tales of feasting at Three 
Rivers and the ponds during the long 
summer days, of the gathering of corn on 
the plains of George Prown’s farm and other 
localities, of the hunting of deer and other 
game, of the coming and, going of scouts in 
the wars of the tribes, of the council fires, 
and the sedate powwows of the chieftains 
concerning grave matters of state. Then we 
would listen to the rumors of the coming of 
a strange race in white winged vessels from 
over the seas. And anon we would be 
thrilled by the echoing clash of arms in the 
Brookfields and from Springfield and 
Hadley and Deertield. Then long lines of 
tribesmen would wend their way through our 
valleys and along our streams, coming and 
going to the wars against the invader. The 
strife goes on, King Philip has marshalled 
his braves and has been defeated; we can 
picture him in the eventful August of 1675 
gliding down the heights from Steerage 
Rock with a remnant of his warriors, past 
the southern base of Colonel’s Mountain, 
past the present farm of Charles R. Shaw, 
seeking aid from the tribe where dwells the 
youthful Pottaquattuck who already per- 
chance has given bis heart to his white 
brother. Philip finds no comfort here and 
goes on to be sitill further disappointed 
among the valley Indians, then slowly and 
silently he goes back to the Wampanoags to 
final defeat and death. Little more would 
the lifted veil reveal to us save the coming 
of the Anglo Saxon settlers and the fading 
away of the ancient denizen of our woods, 
like the mists of the summer morning, till 
the last of bis race, the hermit Indian of 
“Willoughby Pastures” might well exclaim 
before going to the graves of bis fathers, 


“Where is my home! my forest home! the proud 
land of my sires? 

Where stands the wigwam of my pride? where 
gleam the council fires? 

Where are my fathers’ hallowed graves? my 
friends so light and free? 

Gone, gone,—forever from view! Great Spirit! 
can it be?”

Tirs. LaPoint of Northampton Badly Injured 
at Belchertown. 


Mrs. Ursula LaPoint of Northampton was 
badly hurt at the Boston and Maine station 
in Belchertown Saturday afternoon, having 
her left leg and right arm broken, her 
shoulder crushed and her head badly burt. 
She had gone to Belchertown to visit her 
daughters, Mrs. James Deeso and Mrs. Enos 
Sanford, but when hurt insisted on being 
taken to her home in Northampton. She 
was attended by Dr. Hovey, and was made 
as comfortable as possible. As Mrs. LaPoint 
is 75 years old her injuries are likely to prove 
serious. The report was first sent out that 
she failed to get off when the train stopped 
at Belchertown until it had started aguin, 
when she ran to the platform and jumped, 
striking a cattle guard. The family however 
says that when the train stopped she started 
for the door, but was delayed by dropping a 
book, and while she was picking it up the 
brakeman shut the car door. The closed 
door caused another slight delay, and while 
sbe was on the platform of the car was 
thrown off by the sudden starting of the 
train, and did not jump off. They claim 
that the brakeman should have known and 
probably did know, that Mrs. LaPoint had 
started to leave the train, and should have 
assisted her. 





Congregational Parish Elects Officers. 


The annual meeting of the Congregational 
parish was held Tuesday evening and these 
officers elected: Moderator, D. L. Bodfish; 
clerk, O. P. Allen; collector and treasurer, 
L E. Chandler; executive committee, J. A. 
Palmer, W. D. Clark, J. W. Brainerd ; 
auditor, H. P. Holden. The reports of the 
executive committee and treasurer were 
read and accepted. They showed expendi- 
tures of nearly $3000 during the past year. 
It was voted to adopt the weekly offering 
system of raising money for parish expenses, 
instead of by selling the pews as formerly, 
and H. W.McGregory, Dr. G. H. Wilkins 
and L. E Chandler were appointed a com- 
mittee to put the system in operation. 
Seats will be assigned hereafter to any who 
wish them, and the funds for necessary ex- 
penses raised by pledge cards and weekly 
offerings. An increase of $100 was voted in 
the pastor’s salary. 


“We say their cone-like cabins 

That clustered o’er the vale, 

Have disappeared as withered leaves 
Before the Autumn’s gale; 

But their memory liveth on our hills, 
Their Baptism on our shore, 

Our everlasting rivers speak 
Their dialect of yore.’ 


While there is little probability that an 
extensive Indian village ever existed in our 
town, yet there is abundant evidence of the 
location here of several small villages or 
collection of wigwams for a long period. 
One of these village sites has been identified 
on the T. M. Poole farm near the barn on 
the north side of the road, where many 
Indian relics have been found, including a 
stone mortar and a stone ax, and similar 
relics continue to be found there each time 
the land is plowed over. Another site has 
been located on the extreme southern part of 
Willoughby Pastures near a small stream, 
where the late Joshua Graves used to find 
an abundance of arrow heads, broken pieces 
of pipes and other relics. He also used to 
relate that within his recollection an Indian, 
the last of his race, had lived and died 
there. Mr. Woolrich aiso found on the 
“Pastures” an ancient Indian corn mill in 
the shape of a finely preserved stone mortar 
which evidently had been in use for a long 
time, it may still be seen near the summer 
residence of Mr. Wesson at the ‘‘Pastures.” 
Another village site existed at the junction 
of the three streams at the present Three 
Rivers, where various ancient remains have 
been often discovered. It is also evident 
that the Indians had an abiding place near 
the house of Charles R. Shaw, in the north 
part of the town, where he has often found 
their curious utensils. 





New Proprietors fur Brimfield Hotel. 


Mr. and Mrs. George E Kibbe, who com- 
menced their duties in charge of the Brim- 
field Hotel last week, have things in running 
order for the entertainment of guests. Dur- 
ing their residence of nearly two years in 
Brimfield, Mr. and Mrs. Kibbe have made 
many friends and have been helpful in the 
life of the town, especially through their 
connection with the Grange, while Mr 
Kibbe has been of much assistance in the 
choir of the Congregational church. Mr. 
and Mrs. Kibbe have bad experience in hotel 
keeping previous to their residence in Brim- 
field, and they bring to their new position 
qualifications for the management of an 
attractive and homelike resort. 





Various parts of our town have con- 
tributed to the formation of several very 
fine collections of Indian remains. They 
bave been found in our village and the 
adjacent plains, around Forest Lake and the 
plain across the river and along the ancient 
trails which coursed our town. 

The late Dr. Stowe made a large collection 
of Indian relics quite largely from local 
sources. Myren Bartlett also had a gvod 
collection, while our townsman, Mr. Ball, 
bas an admirable collection, which has been 
greatly enriched by Palmer specimens. 

It is evident, from the fact that arrow 
heads are found so freely throughout our 
precincts, that this vicinity was a favorite 
hunting resort for the red men of the 
Nipmuck tribes. Three Rivers was a grand 
rend: zvous for salmon fishing, where the 
quaws planted corn on the plain for their 
lazy lords. The greater and lesser Potta- 
quattuck ponds also furnished abundant 
fish and were noted resorts in the pre- 
historic days for the red men, The Grorge 
Brown farm was devoted to the planting of 
corn according to worthy authority. 

There is a .radition that a single Indian 
family lived at the foot of Mount Duuplin 
near the present Burleigh schoolhouse til 
about 1727, when nearly all the members died 
and were buried there. It is also asserted 
that for years after the white men settled 
bere a few Indian families came and put up 
their wigwams on the banks of the stream 
above Blanchardville, and remained there 
during the summer fishing in the stream and 
planting corn there; as the late autumn 
came they moved away to the south; hence

The report of the treasurer was a very 
gratifying one, and showed the institution 
to be in unusually good shape.

NEWS OF THE LEGISLATURE 
Boston, January 10, 1900. 

Indications already point to the lease of 
the Boston and Albany railroad to the New 
York Central as one of the great matters to 
come before this Legislature. In addition to 
the general interest, there is the report of 
the state directors of the Fitchburg railroad 
to the governor and council, saying in so 
many words that it has developed that for 
many years there has been a contract oF 
agreement between the Boston and Albany 
and the New York Central whereby freight 


and passenger traflic which would naturally 
go to Boston over the Fitchburg road has 
been diverted to the Boston and Albany 
railroad, thereby injuring the Fitchburg 
railroad as an investment. These directors 
say that they shall exert themselves in the 


future to do their duty by the public and by 
the Fitchburg road, and that the lease of the 
Albany road to the Central ought not to be 
approved by the Legislature until the rights 
of the public are amply and unmistakably 
protected. 

Meantime, the Albany road, by William 
Bliss, president, has put in its bill for the 


approval of the lease. It gives the consent 
of the state to the pending lease and agree- 
ment, and says that the consent shall not be 
construed as waiving any of the rights of 
the state under the Albany’s charter or 
under the charters of any of the roads which 


it has absorbed, or under the general laws. 
Meantime, also, Mr. Mellen of Worcester 


has put in an order requesting the road to 
furnish to the Legislature a copy of the lease 
and agreement with the Central. The Demo- 


crats are expected to take a party stand upon 
the matter. 

New business in large volume, for the 
beginning of the session, bas already been 
presented and there is no reason why the 
committees cannot get down to solid work 
as soon as the several matters have been 
properly advertised. One of the interesting 
bills is one on the petition of Elmer H. 
Capen, president of Tufts college, and many 


others, for state supervision of music In the 


public schools. This is a question upon 
which there are two sides in the public 
mind. On the one, it is urged that music is 


such an important matter that it is as much 
entitled to a special supervisor as is drawing, 
which is already under a state supervisor. 
On the other hand, it is said that there is no 
possible advantage from such supervision 
which cannot be secured under existing 
authorities, and that this is all a scheme to 
find a job for some one. But that will all be 
brought out in the committee hearing. 

The plan for state support of the insane 
now comes forward with the approval of the 
state board of insanity in’a special report to 
the Legislature. The plan is to take charge 
of all the insane who are now supported by 
cities and towns. The board recommends 


that after January 1, 1904, the state shall 
assume this new burden. Authority is 
given to carry out the purpose and pro- 
vision is made for putting all of the chronic 
insane in one place and a purchase of 2000 
acres is permitted. This isto be known as 
the colony for the chronic insane. It is to 
be under seven trustees, two of whom shall 
be women. The bill allows $25,000 for the 
purchase of land and gives the state trustees 
authority to commit such persons as they 
see fit. 

An educational bill offered by Senator 
Attwill of Essex provides that all cities of 
20,000 or more people shall maintain manual 
training in their public schools. This isin 
line with the recent educational develop- 
ment of the day, for our educators are 
coming to have an increased belief that 
education of the brain is most rapid and 
most satisfactory when it is accompanied by 
education of the hand and general muscular 
system. 

The annual report of 
health shows how fast the practice of having 
public water supplies is coming into effect 
all over the state. All of the cities and 132 
of the 321 towns have such a system, and 
these cover 90.5 per cent of the entire popu- 
Jation of the state. Dr. Samuel W. Abbott, 
secretary of the state board of health, likes 
to bring out these points, for his theory is 
that such water supplies are for the public 
health because they do away with the wells 
which are liable to become impregnated 
with the germs of typhoid fever and other 
contagious and dangerous diseases. The 
official records prove that the introduction 
| of public water supplies has generally been 
followed by a diminution in the cases of 
typhoid, and he feels sure that it is always 
for the public health to get rid of the old- 
fashioned wells. 

The committees were not announced until 
Wednesday afternoon, which is the latest 
ever known in recent years. Speaker Myers 
was the cause of the delay, but he says that 
there was a tremendous pressure from all 
parts of the state, from men not members of 
the Legislature, as well as from members, 
and he thought that he should at least read 
their letters and give them respectful atten- 
tion. He says that Monday night he did not 
sleep at all, but worked all night trying to 
get the committees ready fer Tuesday, but he 
was not quite able to accomplish this. 
When he did read the list, he mislaid some 
of the papers and thus he did not deliver 
himself with the usual fluency of the 
speaker, but had to go back and correct 
bimself. Of course there were many dif- 
ferent opinions regarding the committees. 
When half of them wished for places on one 
of four committees,—railroads, street rail- 
ways, manufactures or mercantile affairs,— 
it was impossible to satisfy the majority. 
Then, Myers is a new speaker and he was 
supposed to contemplate a skake-up, and 40 
he was under severe -pressure at times. 
Speaker Myers followed the practice which 
has been in force since 1893 and did not give 
a single chairmanship to a Democrat, though 
it was hoped by some that he would make 
Mr. Stone of Springfield the chairman of 
the judiciary committee, because Stone 
would have been chairman if he had not 
been a Democrat. He is the sort of Demo- 
crat who cannot be distinguished from a 
Republican on sight, and is popular with the 
Republicans, 48 well as strong in his own 
party. Bathe was not chosen. But Presi- 
deut Smith in the Senate broke over the pre- 
cedent of seven years and put Senator 
Kenetick of Hampden at the head of the 
committee on constitutional amendments. 
He is a first-class man for the place, and will 
not make it subservient to party politics. 
Mr. Bennett of Saugus, one of the candi- 
dates for speaker, gets the head of the com- 
mittee on agriculture, his old committee, 
and other good places Reed of Taunton 
was not put at the head of the railroad com- 
mittee, though he was the ranking member 
who was reélected, nor was he given any 
place on it at all, but Mr. Turtle of Pittatield 
was made chairman. Turtleis an excellent 
man for the place. But Reed was put on the 
committee on ways and means and gets the 
chairmanship of the committee on fisheries 
and game. There is some severe criticism 
of Myers and some threaten to resign their 
positions, but this will doubtless wear off. 
Mr. Saunders of Boston, the other candi- 
date, gets the chairmanship of the committee 
on election laws. It is charged by one 
excited member that the committees were 
never packed as this year in the interest of 
the corporations, but he is strong on the 
popular side of all public questions and is 
disposed to look at matters from a decided 
anti-corporation point of view. Speaker 
Myers will never play knowingly into the 
hands of the corporations, though it is quite 
possible that they may pull the wool over 
his eyes. The chairman of the House judi- 
ciary committee is Mr. Howland of Chelsea, 
who was the ranking Republican member 
and who will be one of the leaders of the 
House. He is an old campaigner. He was 
at the head of Bates’s fight against Curtis 
Guild Jr., for the nomination for lieutenant 
governor, and he is said to have been near 
Myers in his fight for the speakership. 

It is unfortunate for the session to begin 
with so much friction, for it will delay the 
progress of the session, but the soreness will 
wear off in part, and it never does a member 
good to expose and cherish his sores. He 
becomes a nuisance and gets monotonous. 
So itis to be hoped that an era of good feel- 
ing will ultimately prevail.

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RAPID GROWING SHADE TREES. 


Impatient for shade; it is little wonder so 
many persons turn first to the poplar to 
supply their needs, regardless of the future. 
They might easily compromise and takea 
silver or sugar maple, a white ash or 
American linden. The silver maple is not 
to be recommended for sidewalk planting, 
because of its surface roots and liability to 
spindling growth; but for a lawn, with a 
little guidance and room to grow, it makes a 
beautiful specimen, which in good time 
rivals the noble oak. I have seen magnili- 
cent specimens, not less than 35 years old, 
with an immense spread of branches almost 
as great as their height, and drooping to 
almost touch the ground—huge trunks 
which at once arrest the eye and encourage a 
feeling of awe. It is true, such trees will 
not live as long as some others; but if, with 
care, they last from 75 to 100 years might 
they not bave served a useful life? The 
white ash is quite rapid-growing, and does 
well in cities and on streets; though com- 
plaints are occasionally entered that trunk 
borers are fond of it. In Philadelphia are 
magnificent specimens to prove they can 
escape severe injury from such enemies. 
For side yards and lawns, catalya speciosa 
will be found admirable and fairly rapid in 


growth. It is better than C. bignonioides in 
habit of growth.—S. Mendelson Meehan, in 
Florist's Exchange.

“TI had learned something and that was 
the relative taste of black and white men’s 
flesh,’’ said Father Galligan. ‘Whether it 
holds good generally, though, I don’t know 
The few white men whom the old native had 
eaten had all been sailors, living for months 
and years on salted meats, and that probably 
accounted for the difference.’’— Chicago 
Record.

A VIEW OF GOVERNOR CRANE. 


How He Appears to a Prominent 
Religious Paper. 









































































AT HOME AND IN THE STATE HOUSE. 


What the Congregationalist Sees in the 
Man Massachusetts Has Elected 
Governor. 


Sagacity, probity, sympathy, charity— 
these are the chief virtues of W. Murray 
Crane, the business man from Berkskire 
county whom the citizens of the venerable 
commonwealth of Massachusetts recently 
chose as their chief magistrate. He was 
inaugurated as governor last week, and his 
first state paper is now before his fellow- 
citizens. Judging public sentiment by the 
comments of the press of the state, the mes- 
sage meets with assent and has made a pro- 
found impression. 

The document reveals the character of the 
man, and is prophetic of an administration 
which will be thoroughly business-like and 
economical. Yet to really get at the secret 
of the man’s power and present place you 
have to go where some men would least like 
to have an investigator go, namely, among 
schoolmates, neighbors, employes and fel- 
low-citizens of Dalton and adjacent territory. 
Men who have known him longest and most 
intimately respect him most, and this be- 
cause he has literally loved his neighbor as 
himself. 

His training for his subsequent career was 
much like that of many another New Eng- 
land boy of his time. Born in comfortable 
circumstances, the natural co-heir to a fine 
manufacturing property, he entered upon an 
active business career with a capital of ac- 
quired traditions, inherited aptitudes and an 
academic education acquired in the public 
schools and at Wilbraham Seminary. He 
lacked, however, that technical training 
which a young man similarly situated would 
be given to-day. But sagacity, persistence— 
as shown in bis securing the Government 
contract to manufacture bank-note paper ata 
time when be was not of age and when there 
were many obstacles in the way—generous, 
fraternal treatment of employés and neigh- 
bors, and an unchanging stundard of crafts- 
mansbip in his mills has made him the lead- 
ing member of a family which, in its third 
generation, has lost none of its repute for 
thrift, skill, integrity and public spirit. 
These qualities also have made him a con- 
trolling personality in the industry which, 
operated under several firm names, has made 
the name of Crane known wherever in 
America and Europe fine stationary is sold 
or bond paper needed. The governor's 
sagacity and probity have been at the ser- 
vice of not a few corporations in which the 
family holdings are so large that its titular 
representatives are always consulted when 
important decisions are to be made. 


And this suggests, naturally, another 
striking quality of the man. He is a peace- 
maker, a mediator. The humblest worker 
in the Crane mills at Dalton knows that at 
any time he can get the ear of ‘‘Murray,’’ a8 
he is familiarly called by his neighbors. He 
feels sure that his grievance will be patient- 
ly heard and justice be done. Business men 
go to him to make awards, to have him 
straighten out disputes, rather than go to 
the courts. Men and women even consult 
him on matrimonial ventures and difficul- 
ties, so implicit is their confidence in him. If 
he could have had his way, there would have 
been no war with Spain over Cuba—he 
would have trusted to mediation or diplo- 
macy. So to-day, in the Philippines, he 
would try other methods than the sword. 

Those who know him say that, a8 gov- 
ernor, he will bring things to pass in a way 
that will disarm all legislative rancor or 
jealousy, at the same time that it will create 
admiration for his tactical skill. Yet it 
would be most unfair if by anything just 
said the inference were drawn that Mr. 
Crane is nota man of profound conviction. 
“Ought” and ‘‘ought not” were early words 
in his vocabulary, and his neighbors do not 
tympto budge him when he takes a stand for 
“inciple. But he is a meliorist, not a 
radical, and, though abnormally reluctant 
to speak much in public, he is very winsome 
and open-hearted in private conversation, 
and his fairness, sympathy for the other 
man’s point of view, and his willingness to 
give as well as take have made him a most 
skillful, waste avoiding administrator of 
industry. No doubt he will be equally 
successful in administering the people’s 
business wisely, for that will be his con- 
ception of his office. He will not be a par- 
tisan governor. Or Uusé his office to further 
personal ends. 

Coupled with this rare degree of sympathy 
for 1men, of all races—this was proved by 
bis «ction at the St. Louis Republican 
National Convention in 1896, when he gave 
one of the leading hotel keepers of that city 
the alternative of losing the patronage of 
the entire Massachusetts delegation, or 
giving equal service and accommodations to 
a negro member of that delegation—of all 
religions, of all walks of life, is a willingness 
to make that sympathy tangible and con- 
crete. Scores of boys and girls in school 
and college are being, and have been, sent 
there by Mr. Crane. His gifts to educa- 
tional, religious and philanthropic institu- 
tions reveal an acute sense of Christian 
stewardship. It is said that there is scarcely 
a family in Dalton which at some time or 
another bas not known his personal, loving 
aid in times of sorrow. Parents whose boys 
go to war find it impossible to secure from 
Mr. Crane an accounting for expense in- 
curred by him in caring for Dalton boys at 
the front while they live, or in transporting 
their bodies home, if they die in hospitals or 
in battle. ‘‘He’s a father to us all,” said a 
Roman Catholic layman to me. The local 
clergy,—Protestant and Roman_ Catholic,— 
the physicians, if they were to tell all that 
they know, would chronicle a record of 
unusual brotherliness, for it is fraternalism, 
not paternalism, that dominates Craneville 
in Dalton. 

Dalton has not a few aged men, former 
employes in the paper mills, whose sole duty 
now is to walk to the office and draw their 
pay—for service loyally rendered in the past. 
A pension system practically exists, if not 
nominally. Hard times affect other towns 
and mills, but the wages at the Crane mills 
keep up, with no change save for the better. 
A strike in the mills has not been known in 
the three generations of family management. 
In fact, one comes away from a stay in 
Dalton village, after talks with men of many 
faiths and all stations of life, convinced that 
Governor Crane is not only an ideal em- 
ployer but an ideal neighbor. Sorrow of his 
own has made him tender to troubles of 
other men, and his wealth seemingly is 
treated as if it were held in trust to relieve 
where relief, to educate where education, to 
invest where capital are needed. 

Religion with Mr. Crane is very like the 
definition of it given by St. James.

Political ambition in the sense of persoDg, 
pride, personal aggrandizement, be is com- 
monly thought to be destitute of. Long ago 
solicited to enter politics, he steadfastly 


resisted for many years and, strange to say, 
made his plunge by service first as member 
for Massachusetts on the National Republi- 
can Committee. Now that he is in public 
service it is suspected that he finds the same 
pleasure in “bringing things to pass’’ that he 
gained from his private or corporation busi- 
ness management, and if he makes a fine 
record as a “business governor”’ of Massa- 
chusetts it would not be strange if he were 
urged to go to Washington to aid in the ad- 
justment of Federal machinery to enlarged 
national, political, commercial and industrial 
aspirations.

Out of a body of 650 electors 
about equally divided between the two lead- 
ing parties there were only fifteen votes cast 
against Mr. Crane in the town of Dalton in 
the recent gubernatorial election. One of 
the leading Democrats of Berkshire County 
told me that Mr. Crane was the fairest- 
minded political opponent he ever met, and 
that his political tactics were ideal. His 
contributions to campaign expenses some- 
times have been accompanied by the stipula- 
tion that none of his contribution was to go 
to encouragement of the ‘treating hadit”’ 
among users of intoxicants. Personally Mr. 
Crane is an abstainer, and his inaugural 
message makes it clear that he will vigorous- 
ly enfore the laws governing license and 
combs any attempt to make the laws more 
ax.

So Say Those Who Want Electric 


Road in That Town. 


NEW MEN TO BE ELECTED THIS SPRING 


Then the Palmer and Monson Company 


Will be Invited to Extend Its 
Line to Ware. 


Ever since the franchise of the Ware 
in the town of 
Ware was allowed to lapse by the company 


not having its line in operation witbin the 
required time, and its apparent intention 
not to build by its failure to make the first 
move in that direction, there has been in 
many quarters a feeling that the Palmer and 


Monson Street Railway Company would 


ultimately give Ware what she is very 


anxious to have, an electric railroad. And 


within the past few weeks events seem to 
shaping themselves more and more 
Ware people are not at 
all pleased with their failure to get a road, 
and are inclined to blame the selectmen 
At the time the Palmer 
and Monson company petitioned for an ex- 
tension of time on its franchise it agreed to 
begin work at once, and to have cars run- 
ning by December Ist. Contracts con- 
ditioned on getting an extension had been 
made, and everything was ready to start the 
work within a week. Itis understood that 
the board of selectmen wanted the com- 
pany to agree to build more than it wanted 
to, and on its refusal gave the franchise to 
the other company, which promised every- 
thing, but with the final result of no road. 
Thus the people of Ware blame the select- 
men for the fact that they have no electric 
road, and propose to remedy the matter by 
“boosting” the present board, or a majority 
of it at least, next spring. The plan then is 
to have the board, soon after they are 
elected, invite the Palmer and Monson com- 
pany to a conference regarding building to 
Ware, alter which the company will, if it 
desires, be given a franchise to build to the 
railroad station in Ware, and there is little 
doubt but that they will accept it. The 
company does not want, it is understood, to 
build to West Warren, and would decline to 
do so if asked, but it will not be asked. 
There is a probability that it would build to 
Gilbertville if the present objectionable 
grade crossings in that town were abolished, 
and this may be done soon. 

This is the plan as outlined by Ware 
people who want the road, and there is 
every probability that if the matter is under- 
taken it will be carried out. The demand 
for an electric road in that town is very 
strong, and any reasonable plan which will 
assure a road will be taken up and pushed 
vigorously. Those who want a road con- 
stitute a vast majority, and if they set out 
can carry their plan. Who the candidates 
for the board of selectmen will be is not made 
public, but the name of Rev. Father Boyle is 
mentioned. He is an ardent advocate of an 
electric road, but it would be extremely 
doubtful if he would even accept a nomi- 
pation for the office of selectman.

MINCE PIES AT $10 EACH. 


Are Expensive at That Price, so a Palmer 
Man Thinks, 


The Springfield Republican of Wednesday 
had the following regarding the experiences 
of a Palmer man in attemping to provide 
himself with that New England delicacy 
known as mince pie, of the sort that ‘‘mother 
used to make.” While it is not generally 
known who the victim is, certain knowing 
ones are “jollying” a young professional man 
regarding the occurrence. 

A well-known Palmer business man, who 
has always lived well, but not in a highly 
extravagant manner, has struck a pace in 
his diet which promises to terminate very 


soon in insolvency or the gout. The cause 
of this sad spectacle is mince pies. For 
some time the man has had a yearning for 
mince pies, which a short time ago became 
go strong that he just couldn’t stand it to 
yearn any longer. The better half of this 
hungry man began operations in the morn- 
ing. She sent a boy to the butcher for some 
meat for pies, while she prepared the other 
ingredients. The boy returned with four 
pounds of sirloin steak at 25 cents a pound. 
He was sent back for more meat, and the 
steak was retained. He returned with a 
more suitable piece, which was placed upon 
the fire in a pot to boil. While this process 
was in operation the young woman ¢ ecided 
to rest a few minutes. She dropped upon 
a couch and fell asleep. When she awoke 
she had some difficulty in deciding where 
she was. An unfamiliar and unfriendly 
odor permeated the house, and finally re- 
minded her of the mince meat. Nothing 
remained but fragments of the pot and a 
little brown powder. The water had boiled 
out and the meat had burned up. That 
accounted for the smell, but any house- 
keeper who has never burned up a four- 
pound piece of meat can have very little 
idea of the virtue it contains. The walls of 
the kitchen were coated a beautiful jet black 
from the smoke, and some clothing hanging 
in a closet was so thoroughly im regnated 
with the odor as to be useless. hat odor 
refuses to let go. 

In spite of all these difficulties, this woman 
of determination was bound to make the 
pies. The sirloin steak remained, and a 


pare of it was sacrificed in the cause. Five 
vautiful pies were manufactured, and the 
master of the house declared, as soon as he 
had sampled them, that they were the best 
he had ever tasted. When he found out the 
particulars of their manufacture, he was 
surprised that they were not better. He 
figures that the pies have cost not less than 
$10.25 each, and the returns are not all in 
yet. The meat cost $1.50, and the pot $1.50, 
the woman who cleaned the kitchen worked 
two days, a cost of $3, the clothes ruined 
cannot be estimated at less than $30, and it 
bas been necessary to paint the kitchen 
walls, at a cost of $5, a total of $41 for five 
pies. The future returns are to come from 
the woman who scrubbed the kitchen. In 
trying to clean the walls she fell from the 
stepladder and has been laid up for several 
days. When her lost time has been paid for, 
together with the doctor’s bill, the pies will 
have cost an amount which is prohibitive to 
the average family. In these calculations 
no account has been taken of the material 
used in the pies, as in large affairs of this 
kind such trifles are a mere detail. 


Monson Mill Increases Wages. 


The restoration of the old schedule of 
prices at S. F, Cushman & Sons’ Brick mill 
in Monson was welcome news to the em- 
ployes Monday, at which time it went into 
effect. The prices now are the same as in 
1894, and will mean an advance of 6} per 
cent. No demand for this advance was made 
by the help, but they have been satisfied that 
when tke business would warrant it the 
advance would be made. Business at the 
Branch mill is daily increasing, and a good 
share of the looms are running. The mill is 
now equipped with electric lights, and will 
soon be running full capacity. 





Milkman Spreads [leasles. 


There seems to be an epidemic of measles 
raging in Ludlow for which a Springfield 
man who sells milk is blamed. It is said 
that while sick with the measles this milk- 
man continued to carry milk to his cus- 
tomers in Ludlow, and by coughing and 
talking filled the air with germs. At present 
there are over thirty cases, most of them 
being in Ludlow Center among the farmers, 
and while there have been no deaths, the 
children in most cases are having the dis- 
ease in a severeform. One school has been 
closed, and another will be this week if the 
contagion continues.

ELECTRICS TO MONSON. 


First Passenger Car [Makes the Trip Tues- 
day, With Invited Guests. 





The Monson extension of the Palmer and 
Monson Street Railway was opened for busi- 


ness Tuesday afternoon, when a special car 
carrying invited guests was run over the 
line. Commencing at 6 o’clock cars were 


run half hourly until 7, and then hourly 
until 10, the last car leaving Monson at 10 30. 


A large number from the Universalist 
society went down at 6 o'clock to attend a 
supper and entertainment of the Universa- 
list society of Monson, two cars being 
required for the party; 4 special car was 
also run from Bondsville. 

On account of some grading which neces- 
sitated the use of the gravel cars, cars have 
not yet been run during the day, but will be 
commenced to-morrow noon. When the 


Commercial street switch in Palmer is com- 
pleted the cars will run through between 
Monson and Bondsville; until that time 
passengers between points will 
compelled to change cars at Palmer. 
The special car left Palmer at 3.05, and 
was in charge of Superintendent Shepard, 
with Motorman Harry Tolman and Con- 
ductor John Smith. Superintendent Shepard 
manipulated the lever on this part of the 
run. The trip to the post office in Monson 
was made in just 25 minutes, the car being 
run carefully and not at full speed. The 
ride was a very smooth one, and the party 
enjoyed the trip immensely. At Monson the 
party disembarked and a half hour was

DEATH OF J. H. STORRS OF WARE. 


A Prominent Resident and Well Known 
Real Estate Dealer. 


John H. Storrs, 68, died Monday after- 
noon at his home in Ware after along illness 
with liver and kidney trouble. For the past 
ten years Mr. Storrs had been afflicted with 
a chronic kidney trouble, and suffered from 
periodic attacks. The disease gradually 
grew more serious and last February he sus- 
tained a slight paralytic shock, which was 
followed by a more severe one in April, 
which left his vocal organs partly paralyzed 
and from which he never fully recovered. 
Mr. Storrs was born in Victory Mills, 
Saratoga county, N. Y., the son of John 
Frank and Sally Topliff Storrs. When nine 
years old he moved to Monson with his 
parents and attended Monson Academy, 
finishing his education in the Hartford 
schools. He entered a dry goods store as 
clerk when 16, and worked at different times 
in Stafford, Hartford, Rockville and Vernon, 
starting in business for himself when 19 
years old. In 1854 he opened a dry goods 
store in Ware, which he carried on success- 
fully till 1869, when he sold out on account 
of his health and took up real estate busi- 
ness. He seemed especially adapted for 
this kind of work, and developed what is 
now Williams street and built all the houses 
on Storrs street. He also built the foundry 
on Eddy street, the Mansion House, the 
Storrs block, and many smaller buildings. 
He was always deeply interested in town 
affairs, and was an assessor and a member of 
the board of selectmen for several years. He 
was married in 1858 to Delia Pierce, daughter 
of Seth Pierce of Ware, who died in 1859. In 
1861 be married Emma Draper, daughter of 
Lyman Draper of Ware, and she died in 
1891. He leaves four children by his second 
wife, John H. Storrs Jr., George D. Storrs, 
Mrs. George W. Dunham and Miss Mary B. 
Storrs, all of Ware. The funeral was held 
at his late residence on Pleasant street 
Wednesday afternoon and was in charge of 
Rev. Arthur Chase of the Episcopal church, 
of which Mr. Storrs was a member.

SUPERINTENDENT SHEPARD TO GO. 





Two Electric Companies to Have But One 
Manager. 


C. D. Shepard, who has been superin- 
tendent of the Palmer and Monson Street 
Railway Company’s road, is to leave the 
service of the company February 15. With 
the retirement of Mr. Shepard the manage- 
ment of the street railway’s line and the 
plant of the Central Massachusetts Electric 
Company will be in the hands of one man, 
Mr. Rollins of the electric plant having 
resigned recently. 

Mr. Shepard bas been with the street rail- 
way since June of 1898, nearly two years, 
and has made an excellent record. Patrons 
of the line who know him will be very sorry 
that he is to leave. He has maintained an 
excellent service, and in the time that he 
has been with the company it has not had an 
accident, although starting business with a 
force of new men at a busy time of the year. 
The men under Mr. Shepard will also 
greatly regret his departure, for they are all 
very fond of him. 

The new superintendent will be D. L. 
Burritt, who has been operating the electric 
plants at Stafford Springs and Rockville, 
Ct., with a residence at Stafford Springs. It 
is expected that he will be in Palmer about 
the first of February. 

With the opening of the electric road to 
Monson President Grosvenor resigns from 
the position he has held as general manager. 
The opening of the line on Tuesday accom- 
plished what Mr. Grosvenor started ont to 
do when he took the presidency of the com- 
pany three years ago,—the establishment of 
an electric car line in the towns of Palmer 
and Monson,—and now that this has come to 
pass he bas stepped out of the general man- 
agement of the road, to which position he 
has given much time, thought and hard 
work, and to whom in no small degree is due 
the credit for the construction of the road 
and the smoothness of its operation. This 
does not mean that Mr. Grosvenor retires 
from the board of directors, a position he 
still retains.

This promises to be a long and talkative 
session of the Legislature. It begins in that 
way. The members of the House have an 
idea that the railroad business which is 
coming before them is the biggest which any 
Legislature has had to consider for a great 
many years. In that they are doubtless 
right. No matter has approached in impor- 
tance for the future policy of the state the 
question whether the state shall retain its 
control of the Boston and Albany railroad 
to the extent which it now has of taking the 
property at par after paying its stockholders 
10 per cent on their investment from the be- 
ginning, or whether it shall take absolute 
ownership of the property now under that 
provision, or whether it shall ratify the lease 
to the New York Central and thus help to 
put the people more helplessly into the pow- 
er of a railroad monopoly. What will be 
done with the Fitchburg road remains more 
of an open question. The strong and quick 
opposition of the people along its line indi- 
cates that the policy of consolidation has but 
little popular favor. 

These things mean a great deal to the Leg- 
islature, and the members are doubtless right 
in auticipating a great deal of debate on 
these topics. Under ordinary circumstances, 
too, it would mean that there would be much 
work for the third house to do, and that al- 
ways siguifies more debate and opposition in 
House and Senate. The Albany railroad has 
certainly been preparing for months for this 
legislation, and many of the members have 
probably made up their minds already as to 
their attitude upon the lease. Yetit remains 
for the representatives of the people, not of 
the railroads, not of the corporation, to pre- 
sent their case,and it is possible that some 
of the votes thought now to be sure for the 
lease will be changed. Itis said on the part 
of members opposed to the lease that their 
side is stronger than it was in the House of 
last year, and that the lease will be de- 
feated. 

Wednesday afternoon there was & sharp 
renewal of the attack upon the gypsy moth 
commission.

better slate? 

The veterans of the Spanish war have 
renewed their effort to have the veterans’ 
exemption law changed to the effect that 
they may be given places in the civil service 
of the state without an examination. It is 
to be expected that the civil service re- 
formers of the state, as wellas the common 
sense of the people, will rally to the defense 
of the public service and to make sure that 
the people are well served. The bill was 
vetoed last year and the veto was sustained. 
It is not to be supposed that Gov. Crane is 
any less public spirited than Gov. Wolcott, 
and his prestige is great. It would not be 
easy to pass a bill over his veto. 

The idea of pensioning veterans is spread- 
ing. Mr. Davis of Amesbury has intro- 
duced a bill this week to provide that any 
vereran of the civil war in the service of 
state, city or town, who has reached the age 
of 60 years or has been 15 years in the ser- 
vice, may be pensioned at half his salary 
upon his own application. The annual 
report of State Treasurer Shaw says that 
there are 15,000 eligible soldiers and sailors on 
the lists for the $7 per month pension which 
the state pays under the Spanish war act of 
1898, and that $672,810 has already been paid 
under that act. In addition to these veter- 
ans, there will soon be a large number from 
the Philippine war wanting pensions and 
civil service exemption.

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The Views of a Veteran Upon 
This Subject.

SUGGESTIONS BY REY. JAMES TUFTS. 


Would Have Teachers Stand on Their 
Ability and Character Rather Than 
Their Profession. 


In arecent communication to the Spring- 
field Republican Rev. James Tufts of Mon- 
son, a veteran teacher and former principal 
of Monson Academy, gave his views on the 
question, ‘Ought teaching to become a pro- 
fession?’’? They make interesting reading, 
and are reprinted here. When Mr. Tufts 
learned that the JourNAL was to print the 
article he added a postscript, which is 
appended. 

At a meeting of the schoolmasters’ club in 
New York city recently, President Gunnison 
of the St. Lawrence University, in address- 
ing the club, urged the importance of making 
school keeping a profession. ‘It was cer- 
tainly singular,’ said he, ‘that men who 
made doctors and ministers and lawyers did 
pot themselves belong to the learned pro- 
fession. The next thing for the teachers of 
New York to do, after they received their 
pay for the work they had done, was to see 
that their name and office were honored as 
they should be, by classification among the 
great professors of the world.” Though how 
this is to be done or what special advantage 
is to come from it he does not intimate. The 
question bas also been discussed in the 
teachers’ meetings of Hampden county, it 
being claimed by some that teachers would 
receive more honor and respect and take a 
higher position in social life, if their calling 
were made a profession like that of the 
doctor, lawyer or clergyman. The question 
seems also to assume that teachers at present 
do not receive so much honor, or take so 
high a position socially as they deserve or as 
would be desirable for them. This may be 
the case with a few aristocratic people in

BONE CUTTERS look down upon teachers, as upon all who 
90000000 earn their living by daily toil, as menials, 


but this class of persons is very limited. So 
far as my observation extends, I should say 
that, with few exceptions, teachers in all our 
towns are both appreciated and esteemed, 
receiving about as much honor as they 
deserve or desire. Many of the wives of our 
lawyers, judges and first citizens, have been 
themselves teachers, and would be the last 
to slight or undervalue the teachers or their 
calling. Young and immature teachers can- 
not, of course, expect to be so much noticed 
or take so high a position in society as when 
they become older, and have more character 
and culture and more of the social graces. 
Having had myself considerable experience 
in teaching, in many places, and in many 
schools, for 70 years, I can cheerfully say I 
have uniformly received all the appreciation 
a reasonable person would care for, as well 
as the gratitude of both pupils and parents, 
which is far preferable to any noisy applause. 
And I think the same is true of teachers 
generally. 

So far as my observation extends they are 
a modest, capable, self-respecting class, by 
no means hungry for more attention, or in- 
clined to go out into the streets, like phari- 
sees of old, claiming high honor for them- 
selves, delighting to be called “Rabbi, rabbi, 
honor for us,” ‘more honor,” and “social 
recognition,” “we pray.” The Lord have 
mercy on such ambitious mortals, if there 
are auy among teachers of this day, for they 
will not find much response to their claims 
in this busy world. It is creditable to teach- 
ers that they are, as is fit, far more ambitious 
to excel in their calling, and become wiser 
teachers than to reach out for extra profes- 
sional honors.

is late in the day to be encouraging teachers 
to look to their profession rather than to 
their work for recognition. Those who do 
so will as surely be disappointed, as is the 
doctor, or lawyer, or clergyman, who looks 
to his profession for recognition rather than 
to his character and his work. If your 
character and your work do not commend 
you, what can your profession, if you have 
one, do for you? You must go begging, as 
many do. 

There is, too, something unreasonable, if 
not absurd, in this appeal to teachers to 
strive for outward honor by belonging to a 
profession to be established, as if this 
would add anything to their character or 
ability. The calling of teaching, at the 
North especially, is of itself, respectable 
anyway, and the standing of the teacher in 
his calling must depend on himself, what he 
is, and what he can do. Simply belonging 
to a profession will not make the weak 
teacher strong, nor the simple teacher wise, 
or successful, any more than belonging to 
the profession of a clergyman will make an

To make successful teachers more conspic- 
uous by crowding public or professional 
honors on them, would, I doubt not, be un- 
desirable, if not disgusting to the best teach- 
ers themselves, of our public schools. If 
they perform their daily duties faithfully 
and acceptably, receiving the thanks and 


deserve,—what then? Would their condi- 
tion be improved by having their names

Clergymen in 
New England formerly received much honor 
as clergymen, but that day is past, while 
clergymen still receive honor and respect as 


teachers and guides, which is quite as well 
for clergymen and people, too. The clergy- 
men who look to their profession rather than 
to their character and their work for recog- 
nition in this day are to be pitied, and so are

And this is far more true now thanin the 
time of Pope, nearly 200 years ago, 80 that it 





unwise clergyman wise, or a weak clergy- 
man strong. Teachers must be content to 
be judged as other people are, for what they 
are and what they can do. The weak will 
be weak and the strong will be strong, just 
the same, whether they belong to a pro- 
fession so called or not. As the witty poet 
tell us:— 


Pyramids are pyramids, though sunk in vales, 
And pines are pigmies still though perched on 
If pigmy lawyers, pigmy doctors or clergy- 
men could become large and strong, merely 
simply by belonging to a_ profession, it 
would be a nice thing; but as this cannot be, 
the pigmies must remain pigmies still, and 
pigmy teachers, if there are such, must 
remain pigmies, whether they belong to a 
profession or not, except perhaps the pro- 
fession, the being “perched on Alps’’ would 
make their weakness more conspicuous. 


Might there not be, too, some drawbacks, 
some serious difticulties, for teachers to en- 
counter in striving to have their names 
enroled “in the great professions of the 
world,” as the New York college president 
urges them to do? Whois to designate the 
worthy and the unworthy for such a pro- 
fession? Might not some of doubtful 
ability be admitted, while others of equal or 
more ability would be left out with the best 
intentions? Whereas now there is no 





trouble, no jealousy, as teachers are so 
generally recognized, about according to 
their ability, and there is harmony and kind 
feeling all around. 

The good and great work, too, which our 





teachers are silently accomplishing in our 
schools is so generally recognized by the 
people, whose good will is desirable, that 
teachers may well rejoice in this silent ap- 
proval and unheralded praise of their 
patient services, having no need to go into 
any scramble for higher or outside honors 
which are so uncertain, capricious and un- 
satisfying, as those who receive them will 
testify.

Postscript. However it may be with in- 
dividual teachers, it is evidently true that 
teachers, as a class, are now better appre- 
ciated and better paid than at any time in 
the century. Itis seventy years this winter 
since I commenced teaching, and I can tes- 
tify that in those seven decades, in which I 
bave been familiar with teachers and their 
schools, each decade has been more favorable 
to teachers, their work, their calling and 
their reward, than the preceding decade. I 
received $11 per month 70 years ago, and 
boarded around, $12 the next winter, and $16 
the third winter, which was about as much 
as the best teachers of winter schools in the 
country then received in Vermont. One 
dollar and a quarter, or $1.50 was regarded 
good pay for a female teacher. My mother 
taught school in Worcester County, Mass., 
from 1790 to 1806, receiving 50 cents a week 
at first, the pay increasing to $1.50 till she 
said “she was ashamed to ask any more, as 
no other teacher received over a dollar a 
week.” My brother came from Vermont in 
the winter of 1840 to teach school in New 
Braintree, for $20 per month, which was 
regarded a generous price. He was u super- 
ior teacher and the pains of his teaching 
remains still in the town. 


In looking back over these years, I am 
sure the teachers of the present day may be 
thankful for better times, not only better 
pay, but more security in their positions, less 
vexations and unreasonable criticism, a8 
well as more honor, so that they may have 
more inducement to prepare themselves for 
their noble work, and to excel in it, as so 
many do, with unselfish devotion. 


But for teachers to be reaching out for 
extra honors seems needless, and hardly in 
accord with the spirit of the times where so 
many of the best educated ladies of culture 
and refinement, with little or no compensa- 
tion are devoting their lives quietly and 
patiently to the education and improvement 
of the poor in our cities, to say nothing of so 
many missionaries, who leave all in their 
native land to spend their lives among the 
heathen, to do something for the Lord in 
this way, and they have their reward. 

So then, we conclude that the calling of 
the teacher, though laborious, is reasonably 
rewarded, and that no class of laborers have 
more reason for thanksgiving, than faithful, 
apable and successful teachers.

UNDER THE PINES. 


My First Experience in Pedagogy. By Rev. 
M. K. Cross, Formerly of Palmer. 

Seventy years ago this winter I was teach- 
ing my first school in a rural district of 
Essex county, Massachusetts, less than twen- 
ty miles from Boston. A committee-man 
came to the academy where I was a student 
in quest of a teacher, and the principal rec- 
ommended one of his boys for the place. 
That was all the recommendation necessary 
in those days. The bargain was made at $16 
per month, board not included, and the 
youngster went to his task with eager hopes 
and auticipations. And, as it turned out, 
he was not disappointed. Now, such a 
teacher, in Iowa, could hardly enter a high 
school as a scholar, and would need to run a 
three-years race there, ora longer one at a 
normal school, before receiving & permit, 
and be required to attend teachers’ meetings 
and drillings in different branches, not even 
dreamed of then. 

Between the schoolhouse and the boarding 
house ran a purling brook on its way to 
Ipswich river, half a mile distant. On one 
of its banks stood a tiny gristmill and a vil- 
lage grocery of similar proportions; on the 
opposite bank was the modest cottage where 
the schoolmaster was to lodge with the vil- 
lage cobbler and his wife and their only son. 
There was, as I had occasion distinctly to no- 
tice, just three buildings on the premises, a 
house, a barn, and a small shoe-shop. Of 
course there were none of the modern con- 
veniences in the house. But the father and 
mother were kind, aud the son was as tall 
and large as the master and well behaved, 
so we got on well together. 

The school numbered about fifty, of all 
ages from three or four to twenty-one. Three 
or four of them were as old as the master; 
but they were all orderly and studious, and 
helped rather than hindered the teacher. 
The young ladies were (of course) lady-like 
and agreeable. Some of their faces and 
forms are as distinct in my memory as if it 
were but yesterday. I should like to know 
how many of them are still living. One of 
the boys lately died, an old man, in Danvers, 
my native towa. Reading and writing (with 
goose-quill pens that had to be mended every 
day), arithmetic, geography and grammar 
were the branches taught; a genuine com- 
mon school university of the time, with 
snowball and bat-ball for amusement instead 
of football, rough and tumble, kicking and 
gouging one another, a8 often occurs in mod- 
ern times. 

How could a young pedagogue but love 
such a company of young people, and re- 
member them tenderly, even in old age, 
after most of them have finished their life- 
work and gone to their last rest? 

The kind old host must have a word before 
closing. He was an honest, nervous and 
somewhat irritable man, not well satisfied 
with himself and quite dissatistied with some 
of his neighbors, and his prudent wife had 
not always an easy task to keep sweet. He 
was an inveterate smoker of long nines and 
used to cut them in short pieces so as not to 
smoke to excess. He also occasionally took 
aglassof N. E.rum. He was very fond of 
music and always at church on Sunday. His 
favorite tunes were in the Handel and 
Haydn collection which was always on the 
shelf, and he would often say on my return 
from school or on Sunday after service, 
“ Come, master, let us sing @ tune,’ and he 
would generally pick out a minor, in accord 
with his prevailing mental condition, he 
taking the air and I the bass. After singing 
a hymn in that mood he would swing back 
in bis chair, in deep emotion, with a sigh of 
aspiration for a better life and of sorrow for 
the irrecoverable past. 

I once made a transient visit at the old 
place after many years away, but the old 
friends were all gone and another generation 
had taken their place. The pensive lines 
from Wordsworth’s ‘‘The Fountain” seem 
fitting in conclusion: 

Down to the vale this water steers; 
How merrily it goes! 


"TY will murmur on a thousand years, 
And tlow as now it flows. 


My eyes are dim with childish tears, 
My heart is ialy stirred, 

For the same sound is in my ears 
Which in those days I heard. 


Thus fares it still in our decay ; 
And yet the wiser mind . 
Mourns less for what age takes away 
Than what it leaves behind.

The league should have as much interest for 
the people of Palmer as any other sporting 
organization in the town, and should con- 
sequently meet with support and aid from 
the townspeople. 

The local gun club has been organized for 
a little over a year, and during this time it 
has been kept on its feet entirely through 
the efforts of the members themselves. They 
have not passed around papers for sabscrip- 
tions, as has been customary for organiza- 
tions of this class intown. The income has 
depended solely on the membership fee of 
$1, and the club has a membership of about 
95. A short time ago in Amherst a member 
of that club started out to secure new meni- 
bers among the business people of the town, 
and stated that the advisability of forming 
such a league was being considered, and he 
succeeded in getting 50 in one afternoon at a 
membership fee of $3. The local club has 
not had the funds to carry on its work to the 
extent it has desired, but nevertheless it has 
members enrolled who are expert marksmen, 
fully as good as any team in the league pos- 
sesses. In order that the club may make a 
showing worthy of itself and the town it is 
necessary to have funds, and for this purpose 
it has arranged to give a social ball in the 
opera house some time in the month of Feb- 
ruary, when it will offer the townspeople an 
opportunity to aid the club. 


HAMPDEN COUNTY’S STATE ROADS. 


The State Commission Tells What the 
County Has in This Line. 
Highway Commissioner W. E. McClintock 
has made areply to the adverse statements 
and criticism of the commission by Repre- 
sentative A. W. Esleeck of Holyoke. His 
reply is interesting and shows the methods 
of the commission. In reply to Mr. Esleeck’s 
assertion that 30 per cent of the appropria- 
tion was spent for salaries, the commissioner 
states that the commissioners exceive $2000 
each, and that the entire expense for run- 
ning the oftice, including traveling expenses, 
last year was $28,000, when the total appro- 

priation was $500,000. 

In reply to the statement that “most of the 
highway commission’s appropriations are 
spent in the eastern part of the state, Wor- 
cester county receiving the lion’s share,” 
Mr. McClintock says: ‘‘Up to the close of 
1898 Barnstable county received $129,330 ; 
Berkshire, $191,873; Bristol, $128,060; Dukes, 
$57,075; Essex, $168,045; Franklin, $165,031; 
Hampden, $162,018; Hampshire, $155,992; 
Middlesex, $232,861; Nantucket, $38,710; 
Norfolk, $133,037; Plymouth, $186,561; Suf- 
folk, $60,685; Worcester, $421,127. Now, the 
plan of allotment with the commission has 
been to give each county each year appro- 
priations based on the miles of country road 
within the county and the population. This 
plan was adopted at the first, and has been 
enforced each year, with certain exceptions. 
Barnstable and Dukes counties have been 
favored, as the conditions there have been 
such as to make it economy for us and better 
for the state as a whole to go ahead with the 
comparatively limited work there and finish 
it up early. Then, after it is done, those 
counties will not have to be considered. 

“The county of Hampden, where this re- 
presentative lives and whence has come this 
complaint, has received not only her share, 
but more. She has secured $14,595 more 
than her due under the plan of allotment. 
Viewing the figures in gross, only seven of 
the counties have received more money than 
she has, and six of them have received less. 
The county of Worcester has received a large 
allotment because of the conditions which 
prevail there. It is a large agricultural area 
and the heart of the state. We have built 
pieces of road converging toward the city of 
Worcester, to be parts of roads which will 
run the length and breadth of the state and 


serve all her people.

He 
said that already there are over 20,000 social- 
ists in the state, and that their number will 
be larger at the next election. He chal- 
lenged the right of two members of the com- 
mittee,—Senator Tolman of Pittsfield and 
Representative Dewey of Westfield,—to sit 
upon the committee because they were own- 
ers of Boston and Albany stock. But Sena- 
tor Tolman replied that he sold his single 
share last October, while Mr. Dewey was 
not present to explain his case. Representa- 
tive MacCartney of Rockland, the other 
socialist of the House, followed with an 
argument for state ownership, saying that 
the state had a good claim upon the property, 
which was worth nearly $40,000,000, and that 
if the rich stockholders of the road had a 
‘like claim they would not fail to press it 
because of sympathy with the widows and 
orphans. He figured in this way: that the 
property is worth to-day $65,000,000, and that 
the state has a right to take it for $27,000,000. 
But he said that it was not proposed to take 
the pound of flesh by force, but it was for the 
committee, or a commission, or the supreme 
court, to say what would be an equitable 
He said that the 
tendency of the times is toward state owner- 
ship and that this property is most favorably 
situated for making an experiment in such 
ownership. Some $2,000,000 a year are paid 
by the road in dividends. Therefore the

The end of the agitation and grumbling 
over the committees has evidently come.

generation. 

Shall there be a state supervisor of music 
in the public schools? That is a question 
which the education committee heard on 
Tuesday. Mrs. Elizabeth T. Hosmer of 
Lynn, who has served as supervisor for 
several years over a large number of pupils, 
was the chief speaker for the bill, telling of 
the injury done to children’s voices by in- 
competent instructors and showing how 
mucb better it would be to have a supervisor, 
just as is donein the case of the state in- 
struction in drawing. No speaker appeared 
in opposition, while President Capen of 
Tufts College and others spoke in favor. It 
is said that the stute board of education does 
not approve the plan. If this should prove 
to be so to any positive extent, it will 
probably kill the bill for this year. 

The great development in railroad matters 
for the week came at the meeting of the 
governor and council Wednesday, when it 
was voted that the state, with the approval 
of the Legislature, accept the offer of the 
Boston and Maine railroad for the $5,000,000 
of common stock of the state at par, witha 
proviso that the proposed lease of the Fitch- 
burg to the Boston and Maine for 99 years be 
carried out and that the interests of the 
hoiders of the remaining 5000 shares of 
common stock be protected. This alters the 
situation greatly, and now the question is 
whether the influences on the line of the 
Fitchburg, which were opposed to the lease, 
will renew their opposition. 

From the point of view of the state as 
stockholder vf the Fitchburg common stock, 
the transaction is remarkable. This stock 
has not been considered of auy value to 
speak-of. Suddenly it jumpsto par. This 
is in consequence of the attitude of Gov. 
Crane and the council in opposition to the 
lease as it was proposed in the first place. 
It is quite possible that this complication 
will make the Legislature all the more con- 
fused. It is impossible yet to foresee what 
effect this action will have upon the Legisla- 
ture, but if there is ratification of the lease 


of the Fitchburg, it might operate to help 
along the lease of the Boston and Albany. 


The gypsy moth investigating committee 
will go to Malden Friday to view the ground.

New Electric Schedule. 


| The electric cars began running regularly 

on Monday, scheduled for hour time until 
6 p.m, and half hour time thereafter. But 
early in the afternoon travel became so heavy 
that half hour time was established and has 
been continued since, beginning at noon. 
This schedule will be followed until further 
notice. Cars have been run from Monson to 
connect with the 757 a. m. train at Palmer 
for Springfield, the 10.56 a. m. and the 1.58 
p. m., the car making the first morning trip 
leaving Monson at 7 25. At the suggestion of 
Monson business men a new schedule will 
be tried commencing next Monday, when the 
first car will leave Palmer at 6.15 a, m. and 
Monson at 6.45, connecting at Palmer with 
the 7.30 train to Boston. The next car will 
leave Palmer at 7 and Monson at 7 25, con- 
necting with the 757 train for Springfield. 
The car which will connect with the 9 56 
train for Springfield will leave Monson at 
925. In the afternoon the 1 05 car will need 
to be taken to connect with the 1.34 accom- 
modation for Springfield, the 1.39 express for 
Boston, or the 158 express for Springfield. 
A car leaves Monson at 135, butit is not safe 
to figure on this reaching Palmer in time for 
the 158 train. The afternoon cars run 
through to Bondsville and Three Rivers, 
the cars at five minutes past the hour going 
to Three Rivers, and those at 35 minutes past 
to Bondsville. In the forenoon the latter 
cars run through to Bondsville, but a wait of 
half an hour is necessary at Palmer in order 
to reach Three Rivers.

new territory for nearly four years before 
other settlers came to locate near them. In 
1726 seventeen families had formed settle- 
ments and petitioned the General Court for 
precinct — privileges, which met with an 
adverse report. In 1750 a petition with fifty- 
six signers was sent to the General Court, 
asking that their territory might be formed 
into a plantation. This also failed of 
success. In 1733 the Court, in answer to 
another urgent petition, sent a committee to 
examine into the condition and needs of the 
settlers, which carefully looked over the 
ground and reported that there were eighty 
claimers of land, most of whom had settled 
and made improvements. The committee 
reported in favor of granting titles of land 
to the settlers, with the proviso that they 
pay the expenses of the committee and the 
sum of £500 to the colonial government. 
This report was accepted and adopted by the 
Court. By this act the territory was granted 
the privileges of a plantation, and the first 
legal meeting was held Aug. 7, 1733. Fol- 
lowing this time successive petitions were 
sent to the Court asking for a town organ-

William G. Meacham died at his home on 
Pleasant street in Monson Saturday night of 
heart trouble, his last illness being only of a 
few days, though he had been in poor health 
for several months. Mr. Meacham was born 
in Tolland, Ct., Feb. 5, 1844, and received his 
education in the schools of that place. 
August 25, 1862, he enlisted in the 22d Conn. 
Vols., Co. K, and was mustered out ot 
service July 7, 1863. He was associated with 
his father at Monson in the meat business. 
In Aug., 1865, he married Sarah J. Holman 
of Tolland, who died Dec. 23d, 1866. In 
Dec., 1817, he married Martha White, who 
survives him. He came to Monson in Aug., 
1869, and engaged in the meat business under 
the firm name of King & Meacham in the 
old Barton block. Later he bought out bis 
partner and carried the business on alone, 
and most of the time for 14 years this was 
his main business. In 1881 he built the 
house on Pleasant street which he occu- 
pied to the time of his death. Here he 
engaged in the quite extensive sale- of agri- 
cultural implements and fertilizers, and also 
kept teams for heavy trucking. Mr. Meach- 
am served the town one year as supervisor 
of highways. For seven years he was chor- 
ister at the Congregational church, and for 
some time the leader of the Monson band. 
He was a charter member of Marcus Keep 
post, G. A. R., and was its commander for 
two years. He leaves, besides a widow, four 
children, Sarah, Clara, William G. and 
Grace, all of Monson, also one sister, Mrs. S 
P. Ladd of Moosup, Ct. Funeral services 
were held at the residence Tuesday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock, Rev. F. 8S. Hatch officiating ; 
burial was in the family lot in the No. 1 
cemetery.

ization, but as the £500 tax had not been 
paid they failed of realization. Finally in 
1752, after seven petitions had been sent in 
and the tax had been paid, the plantation 
was organized into a district having all the 
privileges of a town save that of sending a 
representative to the General Court. This 
act was signed Jan. 30, 1752, by Lieut.- 
Governor, also acting Governor, Spencer 
Phips. The petitioners had signified a 
desire to have the town called Kingstown, 
in honor of the first settler, but because a 
town had already been organized by the 
name of Kingston, Lieut.-Governor Phips 
inserted the name Palmer in honor of his 
friend, Thomas Palmer, Esq, who had 
recently died in Scotland, so the name of 
the town was purely an accidental one. For 
many years the official name of the planta- 
tion had been ‘The Elbows,” so named, no 
doubt, on account of the numerous bends in 
the Quaboag river, which encircles a con- 
siderable portion of the town. The planta- 
tion bad also been called Kingsfield, Kings- 
town and New Marlborough. By a careful 
estimate, based on the first census taken in 
1765, Palmer had at the time of its organiza- 
tion about 360 inhabitants, including one 
negro, and he a slave owned by William 
Scott; about 75 families; 60 houses, mostly 
constructed of logs; the entire valuation of 
the town was about $3000. It contained one 
small church, Quintin’s and Thompson’s 
taverns at the Old Center, King’s tavern, 
where Cross’s block in Palmer now stands, 
and Shaw’s tavern on the L. E. Moore 
place, near the Old Bay Path. There was a 
saw and grist mill where Thorndike is 
located, a saw and grist mill at Pottaquat- 
tuck Pond, and a grist mill at the present 
location of Bondsville; and there were two 
blacksmith shops. These mills and shops 
constituted the entire industries of the town. 
There were no stores, no post office, and no 
schools. There were no carriages; the roads 
were poorly constructed cartways, and loco- 
motion was either on horseback or in carts 
drawn by oxen. Everthipg was conducted 
ip the most primitive and economical 
manner. As an object lessson of the past 
we still have portions of three houses in 
town which were built just prior to 1752, 
known at the present time as the houses of 
Charles R. Shaw, Charles F. Smith and Seva 
Brown. 


vegetables there were numerous good old- 
fashioned dishes, bean porridge, brown 
bread, pies, puddings and cakes galore, all 
toothsome and appetizing. Waiters in the 
habiliments of our grandfathers served the 
hungry, their quaint costumes adding much 
to the brilliancy of the scene. Two long 
tables extended the length of the hall, and 
these were filled twice, while some sections 
were made to do duty for three sets before 
all were accommodated. 

After the tables had been cleared the choir 
of former days, led by Goodman Orcutt, ren- 
dered several selections very acceptably, the 
Monson orchestra furnishing the instrumen- 
tal part of the musical program. A donation 
party for Parson Backus followed, the part 
of the guod old dominie being well portrayed 
by C. F. Grosvenor, with Miss Anna Fisher- 
dick as Mrs. Backus. The curtain rose on a 
scene which disclosed the family, which con- 
sisted of the parson and his wife, with eight 
children and a “ hired help,” engaged in va- 
rious occupations. Wool carding was being 
actively carried on by the “help,” while the 
children were winding yarn, knitting, rock- 
ing the cradle, etc. At the table sat Parson 
Backus and his wife, he engaged in getting 
up a sermon but much disturbed because his 
salary is greatly in arrears and there is little 
food or fuel for the winter. He has hopes 
however that his sermon of the Sunday be- 
fore on procrastination will take effect ere 
long. Soon a note comes from Widow Busy- 
body announcing that a surprise donation 
party is to visit them that evening, but she 
thinks they ought to be warned. Immediate- 
ly the party arrives, bringing various articles 
of food and wearing apparel, ranging from 
salt pork and matches to apples and liver, 
with cotton cloth, dress pattern, eggs, cod- 
fish, beans, peppermints, herrings, onions, 
etc., besides the arrears in salary. Every- 
thing is carefully tabulated by the “ Squire,” 
and as the party breaks up he announces the 
grand total to be $3601; but another has 
been looking over bis shoulder and claims 
the totai to be $36.02, to which the Squire 
cheerfully assents, as “‘ the more the better,”’ 
on which the parson thinks he will be able 
to subsist for a considerable period. The 
dialogue was amusing and kept the audience 
in laughter much of the time. A number of 
local hits were worked in, creating a good 
deal of amusement.

Many of the costumes worn were decidedly 
becoming even at the present day. There 
were several dresses which had adorned 
brides of by-gone days, worn that evening 
unchanged from the years agone, and one 
which had been the marriage robe of two 
brides. 

In connection withthe supper and enter- 
tainment an art and antique loan exhibition 
was held in the reference room of the 
library, down stairs, where a large number 
of ancient and curious articles had been 
gathered. This has been kept open until 
to-day, this evening being the last oppor- 
tunity to see the collection. The list is 
large and mention of all is impossible. 
Among some of the most ancient and 
valuable articles are a book containing the 
“Sermons of Maister John Calvin upon the 
booke of Job,” printed in 1574; this is 
owned by Rev. F. B. Harrison, who also ex- 
hibits an old-fashioned pitch pipe, used for 
obtaining the correct pitch in starting a 
tune, and a shaving set of curious make. 
Mrs. J. A. Palmer also shows an old Bible. 
A tea caddy over 200 years old is shown by 
Mrs. W. J. Oare, and a mirror which is 
known to have come over in the Mayflower 
is the property of Mrs. J. B. Shaw, while 
Mrs. L. M. Shaw exhibits a pewter spoon 
cast in a mold also brought by the May- 
flower. There is a good showing of ancient 
crockery, including the “Willow” and 
“Flowing Blue’ patterns, and Mrs. H. A. 
Northrop exhibits a flip cup which was in 
use in the 17th century. Hand-worked 
collars and neck kerchiefs are much in 
evidence and prove that needlework of a 
high order was skillfully done by our 
ancestors. Two dolls over 100 years old are 
shown by Dr. Rand of Monson, and are 
curiously wrought in figure and counte- 
nance. A slipper stirrup used by Martha 
Washington is exhibited by Mrs. H. Law- 
rence. Mrs. Jobn Brainerd shows a heavy 
mahogany case for silver which is 104 years 
old. A set of six pewter plates, four 
porringers and a flip cup over 100 years old 
but in a fine state of preservation, areshown 
by Mrs. C. A. Brown. There are home- 
made lanterns of wood and tin, and a metal 
serving tray 161 years old owned by Mrs. 
BE. N. Fay. Mrs. O. W. Studley had a 
valuable collection of old silver spoons and 
other articles. A sampler, or family record, 
worked on linen with silk by Mrs. G. W. 
Aspinwall was shown, also ones by Mrs. 
G. H. Hastings and Mrs. J. C. Wing. A 
valuable portrait of Amos C. Billings, who 
was the first postmaster and the first station 
ageut of Palmer, is loaned by Mrs. Abbie 
Lawton; there also are portraits of Deacon 
Benjamin Converse and wife, he being the 
first deacon of the Congregational church of 
Palmer. Wearing apparel and bed clothing 
figures in the exhibit, among the latter being 
a bandsome white bedspread in grapevine 
pattern made by Mrs. Elisha Converse and 
loaned by Mrs. J. M. Converse. Numerous 
small articles complete a collection which 
is well worth inspecting. 

The entire affair was arranged to celebrate 
the 148th anniversary of the naming of the 
town of Palmer, an account of which was 
given the first thing after the supper by 
Dr. O. P. Allen, as follows: 

Palmer was first settled by John King, 
who came from Boston with his wife and 
infant son in 1716. Himself and family 
seem to have been the sole occupants of the 





























































































































Proves to Be Thomas McDermott, With 
Relatives in Blackstone and Milford. 


The body of Thomas McDermott, 41, was 
found dead in bed in a room in the lodging 
house of J. M. Barton on South Main street 
in Palmer Sunday afternoon. Medical 
Examiner Holbrook was at once called and 
decided that the man died from natural 
causes, and deemed an autopsy unnecessary. 
McDermott came to Barton’s Friday night 
slightly intoxicated, leaving Saturday morn- 
ing. He came again early in the afternoon, 
considerably under the influence of liquor, 
and was given aroom. He called for some 
water about 3, and about7 demanded sand- 
wiches, and some crackers and sardines 
were furnished him. Nothing being heard 
from him at 7 Sunday evening an attempt to 
arouse him was made, and he was found to 
be dead, having apparently passed away 
some hours before. In his pockets were 
three pay envelopes, one from Sayles & Jenks 
of Warren, dated October of last year, bear- 
ing the name of Thomas McDermott, and as 
there was nothing else by which to identify 
him they were communicated with and 
stated that he had worked for them in the 
past, and had recently called and collected 
some back pay. They stated that he had a 
sister in Blackstone, Mrs. Rose Cunning- 
ham, and Overseer Merriam communicated 
with her. She telegraphed that he had a 
brother in Milford, and later wrote that he 
had three brothers, Jonas of Milford, Charles 


and William, whose addresses are unknown. 
She gave no directions for the disposal of the 
body, and it was placed in the tomb. 


A Tale of a Skunk. 


Persons in the vicinity of the bank block 
in Palmer had a good opportunity to study 
skunkology Wednesday morning. One of 
the species appecred in the vicinity of the 
lockup entrance early in the day, then 
strolled around in front of the building, but 
soon made off across the yard of Mrs. Maria 
Lawrence. After a time it appeared again, 
and sought refuge under the piazza in front 
of Judge Leach’s office. For once His 
Honor was fazed by an offender. He 
watched for him from a point of safety 
inside bis office, and when he emerged 
threatened judicial proceedings and a long 
sentence if the opportunity occurred, but it 
didn’t. Clerk of Courts Fitch started to 
make out a warrant, but Lawyer Dillon de- 
clined to act as prosecutor for the common- 
wealth in case the offender was brought in, 
and there was some doubt about getting a 
sheriff to serve the papers. The bank men, 
while usually looking sharply after the 
pennies, had no special longing for scents 
that morning, and they maintained a dis- 
creet inactivity behind intrenchments. 
Even “Doc” Allen, the veteran janitor of 
the block and keeper of the lockup, played a 
defensive game and had business elsewhere; 
at least he fought shy of the game. Of 
course the small boy was evident, with a 
longing impulse to “‘’eave a arf a brick at 
‘im,” and was restrained with difficulty. 
The animal owned the earth in that vicinity 
for a while, but being left alone finally 
meandered off and disappeared.

Well Known Hampden Resident's Death. 


Decius Beebe, 85, a well-known citizen of 
Hampden, died at his home Saturday after- 
noon of old age. Mr. Beebe was the son of 
Stuart and Sophia Gilbert Beebe, and was 
born in Hebron. He spent most of his life 
in South Wilbraham, now Hampden, and 
after leaving the public schools was tutored 
by his father, a lawy er and graduate of Wil- 
liams College. After teaching school for a 
short time he entered the employ of David 
Ames of Springfield, where he remained for 
about two years. He then went to New 
Orleans and formed a partnership with his 
two brothers under the firm name of Beebe 
& Co., dealers in wooden ware, cordage and 
ship supplies. This firm became prominent 
in the South, and was successful in all its 
undertakings. While in New Orleans Mr. 
Beebe was a member of the school commit- 
tee and did much toward raising the stand- 
ard of education in that city, which was then 
very low. He was also a member of the 
board of health and a director of a charity 
hospital. At the opening of the war the 
firm dissolved and Mr. Beebe came North 
and opened an oftice in New York, his family 
spending the summers in Hampden and the 
winters in New York. About 15 years ago 
he took up a permanent residence in Hamp- 
den, and was always deeply interested in 
the town’s affairs, serving as the chairman of 
the board of selectmen for eight consecutive 


years. He is survived by three children, 
Cyrus of Minneapolis, Minn., Phebe A. and 
Decius of Hampden. The funeral was held 
at his late residence Wednesday afternoon. 





Fanciers’ Exhibit to be Held in Monson. 


A meeting was held in Monson last week 
Wednesday night to consider the plan of 
holding a fanciers’ exhibition in that town.

Temperance Society’s Club House. 


The handsome new club house of St. Mary’s 
Total Abstinence Society of Thorndike is ex- 
pected to be ready for occupancy March 1, 
when the building will be dedicated. The 
building is 37 by 35 feet, two and a half 
stories high, with a seating capacity of 250 
The lower floor will be fitted up with 
smoking room, bathroom and parlors. The 
upper floor will be used for a reading room, 
gymnasium, and club meetings. The build- 
ing will be heated by steam and lighted by 
electricity. There are two entrances, one 
from the south end and one from the north- 
west corner. The building when completed 
will cost about $2400, and the society intends 
to spend another $600 in furnishings. The 
first social gathering will be given to the 
canvassers who assisted the society at the 
last fair. The society is greatly pleased 
with the publicin giving donations of cash 
and articles for their bazar, which will open 
Feb. 16 and continue eight nights. The 
society has been divided into sections known 
as the blues and reds, to see which side can 
dispose of the greater number of tickets for 
the bazar. The losing side is to pay for a 
supper and smoke talk to be at the club- 
house. That the building is a model one is 
conceded by all who have seen it, and the 


society is receiving congratulations from 
every hand for its zeal, perserverance and 
courage in attempting to build such a home 
for its members.

Resolved :—That we are in favor of the teaching 
ef tota) abstinence from the standpoint of phy- 
siology and hygiene in the public schools of the 
state, and we will use our utmost endeayor to 
secure the best possible results under the present 
law as found in chapter 332 of the acts of 1885, 
which reads as follows: ~_ 

“Physiology and hygiene, which, in both divis- 
ions of the subject, shall include special instruc- 
tions as to the effects of alcoholic drinks, stimu- 
lants and narcotics on the human system, shall 
be taught as a regular branch of study to all 
pools n all schools supported wholly or in part 

y public money, except special schools main- 
tained solely for instruction in particular 
branches, such as drawing, mechanics, art, and 
like studies. All acts or parts of acts relating to 
the qualifications of teachers in the public schools 
shall apply to the branch of study prescribed in 
this act, and all penalties now fixed for neglect to 
provide instruction in the branches of study now 
prescribed by law shall apply to this branch of 
study.”

The gypsy moth investigation got under 
way Tuesday forenoon in the state house, 
after the committee had spent one day in 
visiting the locality.

show just how thorough the work was, how 
possible it was to exterminate the moth by 
the methods in use, and what supervision 
was exercised by the foremen over the pri- 
vates. Senator Kenetick is the second sena- 
tor on the committee, and is expected to be a 
valuable factor. The first witness was Pro- 
fessor A. H. Kirkland, who has had direc- 
tion of much of the field work during the 
illness of Director He a 
good showing, so itis said by ex-Secretary 
Sessions of the State Board of Agriculture, 
who was an interested witness. Secretary 
Stockwell of the board was also present, and 
so was Professor Fernald of the Agricultural 
College, who has been entomologist of the 
commission and is thoroughly familiar with 
the work. The room was filled by men of 
whom a large part were doubtless former 
employes of the gypsy moth commission. A 
few womeu were present. All of the testi- 
mony is being taken by stenographers, so 
that the state will have a good bill to pay for 
shorthand, even if it saves something on the 
moths. Professor Kirkland says that the 
way of destroying the caterpillars is for the 
workmen to slash them with long knives. 
Each man is supposed to keep count of how 
many he kills and to make report to his fore- 
man. The latter reports to the main oftice 
daily, and so the work is all carefully re- 
corded. 

Never has a Legislature started out with 
such a spirit of investigation as this. The 
gypsy moth investigating committee having 
set itself fairly at work, the House took up 
the question of looking into the doings of 
the metropolitan water board, which was 
charged with breaking the laws of the state 
by violating the provisions for weekly pay- 
ments of employes, of working over nine 
hours a day and of breaking the liquor laws. 
The discussion in the House was hot and the 
vote was close, but there was a majority for 
the investigation, and it was held on the 
vote for reconsideration which the opponents 
of the order had taken the next day. Then 
the matter went into the Senate, and after 
lying there nearly a week it was voted upon 
Wednesday afternoon and had a majority of 
16 to 13. This is close, but it makes an 
apparent disposition on the part of both 
branches to get at the bottom of the doings 
of our state officers. 

The same afternoon the House came toa 
vote on the Boston gas investigation. The 
order of Mr. Odlin of Lynn, to spread out 
the investigation over the whole state, 
which might have been a hostile movement 
or might have been sy mpathetic, was voted 
down almost unanimously, and then the 
House was equally strong for a thorough 
investigation of the Boston gas companies. 
Orders are also pending for similar inves- 
tigations in Brockton and Lynn. The fact 
that the gas commissioners have decided 
that gas can be furnished in Haverhill for 
80 cents per 1000 feet makes the people of 
the other cities anxious to know why their 
gas bills cannot be reduced as well. This 
matter promises to be one of the leading 
features of the session. 

The question of the purchase of the 
Boston and Albany railroad by the state will 
occupy more time in the Legislature that can 
well be given any other matter. The Demo- 
cratic state committee has a proposition of 
its own for the purchase, and has submitted 
it in the form of a bill. It will be remem- 
bered that the Democratic state convention 
declared last fall in favor of state owner- 
ship, and so this movement 1s evidently but 
part of their plan to push _ that idea. 
Wednesday forenoon Samuel Hoar made a 
long argument against the bill of Mr. 
Carey, the Haverhill socialist, for the pur- 
chase of the road by the state. He held 
that it would be disastrous for the state to 
go into the railroad business itself, while 
the experience of the state in the consolida- 
tion of the Boston and Worcester and the 
Western railroads proved that the consol- 
idation of non-competitive roads was @& 
benefit for the people who were served by 
each road. Of course Mr. Carey is not con- 
vinced, and the Democrats willtry to make 
all possible party capital out of the matter. 

We have got to the end of the effort to 
revoke the sentence of banishment against 
Roger Williams, passed by the General 
Court of Massachusetts Bay in 1636. The

ridiculous. We cannot attempt to correct

Mr. Saunders of Boston 
brought out the fact that the Legislature 
forbade the celebration of any naval 


victories of the War of 1812, because that 
war was so unpopular in Massachusetts. 
Samuel Roads of Marblehead thought that it 
would be cruel to deprive Williams of his 
martyrdom. One of the curious facts 
brought out in defense of the expulsion of 
Williams by the colony as an act of self- 
defense in troublous times was that Paw- 
tucket in Rhode Island asked to be annexed 
to Massachusetts in order to escape from the 
disagreeable political consequences of 
Williams’s political theories as he practiced 
them there after his expulsion from Massa- 
chusetts. 

An unusual mass of new bills and peti- 
tions has been introduced into the Legisla- 
ture, and it is certain that the session will 


be long, unless all the signs fail. The busi- 
ness introduced is, most of it, of material 
importance and is nof trashy stuff, though 
much of it is doubtless unwise. Political 
matters will take more time than usual, for 
it is presidential year, and the parties will 
be sparring for position. The Democrats 
will be likely to make capital and state 
issues out of the investigations of the 
different commissions, while the Bepubli- 
cans will do what they can to prove that 
there is no need of reformation and that the 
state government is the best in the country.

Burial of Miss Laura Hitchcock. 


The burial of Miss Laura A. Hitchcock, 
who died last Saturday at the home of her 
cousin, Mrs. Gamaliel Marsh of Ware, took 
place in Brimfield Monday afternoon, 
funeral services having been held in Ware 
in the forenoon. Prayer was offered at the 
grave by Rev. Mr. Clancy. Miss Hitchcock 
was a native of Brimfield, having been born 
in that town October 31, 1840. She was the 
daughter of Alfred and Martha (Allen) 
Hitchcock, and she came of a family which 
has been associated with the history of 
Brimfield from its earliest beginnings. The 
ancestor of the Brimfield branch, which 
came to have a large representation outside 
the town, was Lieut. Nathaniel Hitchcock, 
the first permanent settler in Brimfield. 
Miss Hitchcock was one of the first pupils 
who attended the Hitchcock Free Grammar 
School, now known as the Hitchcock Free 
Academy. She became a member of the 
Congregational church, and was for many 
years a leading singer in the church choir, 
and teacher of the infant class in the 
Sunday school, In 1872 Miss Hitchcock 
removed to Worcester, where she lived for a 
number of years, and since her residence 
there had made her home with relatives in 
Waterville, N. Y., and in Ware, She had 
suffered considerably from poor health for 
some years, while the immediate cause of 
her death was anwmia, the disease having 
progressed very rapidly for the last few 
weeks. Miss Hitchcock died on the anni- 
versary of her father’s death, which 
occurred January 27, 1871. She leaves a 
brother, George M. Hitchcock of Brim- 
field.

A BILL FOR BICYCLE 


Which Was Introduced in the 


Legislature Last Week. 


WILL HAVE APPROVAL OF WHEELMEN. 


Working Well and Giving Very 
Good Satisfaction. 


A bill which was introduced in the Legis- 
lature last week will have much of interest 
for the wheelmen of the state, in that it pro- 
vides them a means of gaining better paths 
for their wheels at little expense. Various 
methods of taxing wheels have been proposed, 
the money to be used for cycle path con- 
struction, but none of them have proved of 
value. The bill which the 
| Legislature is asked to pass is patterned 

after one which has been in operation for 
asa years in New York state, and is 
found to work very well. Wheelmen will 
| be interested in the text of the bill, which 
| follows: 

| Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives in General Court assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as 
j follows:— } 

Section 1. The county commissioners of 
any county shall, fpon the petition of 50 
citizens of such county, appoint from the 
| resident citizens thereof three persons, to be 
i determined by such commissioners, each of 
whom shall be a cyclist, who shall con- 
stitute a board of sidepath commissioners 
for such county. The terms of such com- 
missioners shall be one, two and three years 
jor t and including the first day of January 
i

of the year in which the appointment is 
made. A commissioner appointed te fill a 
vacancy occuring otherwise than by expira- 
| tion of term, shall be appointed for the un- 
expired term. Whenever a vacancy shall 
occur in the oftice of such a commissioner, 
by expiration of term or otherwise, the 
chairman and secretary of the board shall 
| filea notice with the county commissioners 
| specifying the name of such commissioner, 
and the term for which his successor should 
be appointed. Upon the receipt of such 
notice the county commissioners shall ap- 
point a person to fill such vacancy and file 
such appointment in the oftice of t), county 
| clerk, The county clerk shall forthwith 
notify such person of his appointment, and 
shall take office immediately upon filing his 
written acceptance thereof with the county 
clerk within 10 days after receiving notice of 
his ap; ointment. Such comuissioners shall 
serve without compensation, but shall be 
repaid their actual and necessary disburse- 
ments, out of the sidepath fund hereinafter 
provided. 

2. Such board of sidepath commissioners 
is hereby authorized and empowered with 
the written approval of the selectmen of 
each town in which said sidepath shall be 
built, such approval to be filed in the town 
clerk’s office, to construct and maintain side- 
paths along aby public road, or sections 
thereof, of the county, outside the limits of 
cities. No sidepath shall be constructed 
upon or along regularly constructed or main- 
tained sidewalk. Such paths shall be of 
such width as the selectmen sball approve 
and shall be constructed within the outside 
lines and along and upon the side of such 
public roads. The term “sidewalk,” as 
used in this act, means any sidewalk con- 
structed and maintained as such by the 
public authorities or the owner of the 
abutting lands which is reserved by custom 
for the use of pedestrians; but not including 
footpaths or portions of the public road 
which are worn only by travel. 

8 Such board of sidepath commission- 
ers shall at their first meeting, or within a 
reasonable time thereafter, and in each 
succeeding calender year, adopt a form of 
license, to consist of an inscription, badge, 
emblem or device suitable to be affixed to a 
bicycle, and to be known asa bicycle side- 
path license. Any person upon the pay- 
ment of a fee, to be determined by such 
commissioners, of not less than 50 cents nor 
more than $1, shall be entitled to receive 
such license, which shall be good during the 
calender year for which it is issued, and for 
no longer. Every such license to be valid 
must be issued by the sidepath commission- 
ers of the county wherein the bicyclist 
resides, except that any bicyclist who re- 
sides in another state or in a county of this 
commonwealth where there is no sidepath 
commission, may secure a license in any 
county where a sidepath commission bas 
been lawfully appointed, and such license 
shall be valid for the use of the person so 
purchasing upon any side path in the com- 
monwealth for the calender year for which 
it is issued, and no longer. No person shall 
ride a bicycle on any sidepath unless a valid 
license is attached or affixed to the left side 
of the front fork of such bicycle. 

4 The license fees collected by the said 
board of sidepath commissioners shall be 
deposited on or before the first day of each 
month with the county treasurer of their 
respective counties, by whom they shall be 
credited to a special fund, to be called “the 
sidepath fund,” upon which the board of 
sidepath commissioners are authorized to 
draw warrants signed by a majority of the 
board, but no warrants shall be so drawn in 
excess of the amount actually on deposit, 
nor shall any contract or purchase be made 
exceeding the amount of such funds at the 
time of making such contract or purchase. 
All contracts shall be in writing, and shall, 
together with all vouchers and receipts, be 
filed with the county treasurer. 

5. The said board of sidepath com- 
missioners shall devote said sidepath fund 

























to the repairing of existing paths in their re- 
spective counties; to the construction of 
new sidepaths; to the planting of shade 
trees along such paths, where the consent of 


the owners of abutting lands and selectmen 
to the planting of said trees have been ob- 
tained, and to the maintaining of order on 
paths. 

6 No person shall wilfully Jead, stand, 
hitch, or drive any horse, cattle, sheep, 
swine or other animals upon any sidepath 
now constructed, or hereafter to be con- 
the purpose of access to and egress from 
lands abutting on the bighway.

Another matter of wide concern to the 
people of the cities and large towns is the 
price of gas. The decision of the gas and 
electric light commissioners that the Haver- 


hill gas company shall sell for 80 cents per 
1000 feet has stirred up a great deal of feel- 
ing and many other cities want to know why 
they cannot have gas at as low a figure, for 
they believe that it costs no more to make 
gas for them than for Haverhill. The House 
adopted an order for a general inquiry by 
the gas and electric light commissioners into 
the situation in each city, so that the people 
could know just what was each local situa- 
tion. This was done on the belief that the 
all of the 
necessary figures. But they have not, and it 
looks as if the House, by demanding too 
much, had probably injured the cause of the 
people. But the House order came up in 
the Senate Wednesday afternoon and it was 
laid on the table without debate. This pre- 
vents further action in that respect, but the 
Senate and House have already concurred in 
the adoption of a joint order for a similar 
investigation in Boston, and it is probable 
that, under this, enough information can be 
brought out to show what is the reasonable 
price of gas per 1000 feet. Then, too, there 
is further action possible in the Haverhill 
case. The gas company there has not yet 
shown whether it will obey the decision of 
the gas and electric light commission, or will 
fight it and carry the case to the courts. It 
looks as if a contest were in progress, for 
good authority exists for saying that the 
Massachusetts gas association, which is com- 
posed of the gas companies of the state, will 
stand behind the Haverhill company in its 
effort to maintain the price at $1. As all of 
the gas companies are vitally interested to 
prevent any reduction, it looks as if this 
might develop into a hot contest. 


A movement is on foot to send ex-Gov. 
Wolcott to Congress from the tenth district. 
His legal residence is in the eighth district, 


which is represented by Samuel W. McCall 


of Winchester. But Wolcott has a summer 
residence at Milton, in the tenth, and he is 
therefore somewhat identified with the tenth. 
The movement for him is engineered by 
opponents of ex-Congressman Harrison H. 
Atwood, who was defeated in 1898 for the 
Republican nomination after a very sharp 
struggle. Atwood has not been acceptable 
to some prominent Republicans and they 
would regard it as a great calamity if he 
were to get the nomination. It is not at all 
necessary for a nominee to live in the dis- 
trict he represents in Congress. He might 
come from the other end of the state. The 
district is Democratic, but the idea is that 
Atwood, if he got the Republican nomina- 
tion, would contrive to foment a Democratic 
split, as has occurred before, and so give him 
a chance to slipin. If Wolcott were elected 
over Congressman Naphen, Democratic, who 
represents the district, it would keep him 
before the public and would make him more 
likely to be United States senator later on. 


The gypsy moth investigation is attended 
daily by crowds which fill the large commit- 
tee room. The committee of the board of 


agriculture, which has charge of the work, 
has finished its case and the opponents of 
the board are now getting in their work. It 
has been testified that improper influences 
were brought to bear to get votes for the 
gypsy moth appropriation last year, but it 
will not do to take this story until it has 
been sifted by a cross examination. Thus 
far the board has seemed to make out a 
strong case in its defense, showing that the 
moth is a prodigious pest and that it can be 
exterminated if taken in time, but that 
solitary farmers cannot deal with it. 


Other investigations are proposed, one 
into the doings of the metropolitan water 
board, and one into the state highway com- 


mission. Putting these extras on top of the 
Boston and Albany lease and the biggest 
quantity of business known, there is plenty 
of work to do.

|HEAVIEST RAINFALL IN YEARS. 


Over Three and a Half Inches in 
Twenty-four Hours. 


FROZEN GROUND ABSORBS NONE OF IT. 


Roads Washed, Streams Overilowed, Bridges 
Carried Away, and Vast Amount 
of Damage Done. 


One of the severest rain storms which has 
visited this section for many years began 
Monday night. All night it rained bard, 
and Tuesday showed little letup in the 
For twenty-four hours it kept 
steadily at it, a most unusual occurrence for 
the early part of February. The ground 
being fre zen hard there was no opportunity 
for absorption of any of the moisture, and it 
svon found its way into the streams, which 
began to rise rapidly. The Quaboag soon 
overflowed its banks and kept spreading. 
The meadows above and below the village 
were covered to a depth unknown before 
when there was no ice to dam back the 
water, which Tuesday nearly reached the 
level of Commercial street between the hat 
shop and the “dry” bridge. On the Nelson 
flat on the road to Monson there was a foot 
of water on the highway, although it was 
raised about a foot a year or SO ago, and 
passengers on the electric cars between 
Palmer and Monson were given a ride 
through the flood. On the Bondsville line at 
the Dutton bridge there was also water a 
foot deep, but the cars ran through it all 
right Tuesday. Wednesday morning how- 
ever the water there was three feet deep, and 
travel was suspended until it subsided, the 
service not again until 
yesterday. On the Monson line the water 
was off the rails Wednesday morning. The 
railroads suffered somewhat, a landslide at 
Rochdale on the Boston and Albany road 
covering one track and delaying the 1.58 
p. m. express an hour and a half. On the 
New London division of the C. V. a transfer 
was made between Mansfield and Eagleville 


at night for fear of what might be under- 
neath the water, and the 5.10 train into 
Palmer was about an hour late. 


In such torrents did the rain fall during 
Monday night that the entrances to the 
sewer catchbasins became clogged and the 
water did considerable damage in places by 
overflowing, particularly on Thorndike 
street. These were cleared out Tuesday 
morning and cared for much of the water 
which fell later. Several culverts were 
washed out, including one on Water street 
and two at Palmer Center, A hole was 
washed at the end of the Hastings bridge on 
the Springfield road, and from all sections 
of the ,town come reports of the damage 
done to the hill roads by the water coursing 
down them. Road Commissioner Dillon 


estimates that it will cost $500 for repairs 
after this storm, with uot all of the districts 
heard from yet. 


From all sections of the Connecticut 
Valley come reports of the immense amount 
of damage done by the storm. Dams and 
bridges have been washed away, roads under- 
mined and gullied, mills wrecked, stock 
drowned, aud a few lives lost, while others 
bad narrow escapes. Some idea of the 
amount of water which fell can be had from 
the statement that it measured three and a 
half inches. Given this amount over the 
surface of the country and concentrate it all 


inte the streams, as was this, and the only 
wonder is that the damage was not far 
greater. 


The mills at Three Rivers, Thorndike and 
Bondsville were compelled to shut down 
Wednesday on account of the high water, 
except two rooms in the Three Rivers will. 
At Three Rivers there was six feet of water 


running over the dam, and the cellar of E. 
Sbaw’s store was flooded to a depth of three 
feet, causing bim considerable loss. 


The roads at Palmer Center are in bad 
shape, a number of culverts having fallen in. 
As H. GC. Stimson was driving a pair of 
horses over a culvert while working on the 
roads it suddenly fell in, letting one horse in 
up to his shoulders. He was gotten out with 


much difficulty and found to be withouta 
scratch, but appeared to be hurt internally 
and has not been used since. 


Between Bondsville and West Ware the 
track of the Athol road was submerged for 
nearly a mile, and no trains were rub over 


it, the rush of the water being so great that 
possible wasbouts were feared. 


At Monson the storm was the most 
disastrous for many years, and will cost the 
town a large amount to repair the damages. 
At North Monson the road past the old stone 
mill was badly washed vut and passing 
rendered impossible. The channel where it 
passes under the bridge was not large 
enough to carry off the immense volume of 
water which sweptover the dam and washed 
over the bridge and road, cutting out a big 
gully. The roads outside of the village are 
all badly washed. Tne meadows east of the 
Central Vermont depot were well worth 
seeing, being completely covered from Pearl 
to Washington streets; old residents say 
they have not seen it covered so for years. 
Considerable damage was done to one end of 
§ F Cushman & Sons’ dam at the woolen 
mill, but men were set at work at once to 
repair it. A dam on the property of L. GC: 
Flynt at Colton Hollow, recentiy built, was 
completely washed out, and smaller damages 
are reported from all parts of the town. 
The electric cars continued to run all day on 
schedule time in spite of the storm and the 


condition of the road at the Fay bridge, 
where the water covered the rails to the 
depth of a foot and a half. 


At Wales the storm wrought the most 
serious damage in years to roads and bridges. 
The dam and highway at the old Valley mill 
were swept away, leaving the pond com- 
pletely drained. The bridge over the high- 
way near the Gulden-rod mill was carried 
away completely, the heavy stone abutments 
being washed out several feet below the old 
foundations. The road from the Shaw block 
to the Golden-rod mill was also severely 
washed and rendered impassable. A large 
gang of men are at work repairing the 


damage in all parts of the town, and it is 
estimated that $500 will be needed to cover 
the cost. ‘ 


The water at Ware was the highest since 
1869, and the Otis Company and the Gilbert 
Manufacturing Company were obliged to 
shut down part of their mills about 5 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon. The water flooded the 
lower floors of the O«is Company’s No. 1 
mill and did considerable damage in the 
engine and stock rooms. Travel on West 
street was prevented by the overflowing of 


Muddy brook, and the cellars of the houses 
on West and Water streets were badly 
flooded. 


The highway bridge over the Ware river 
in Gilbertville, located about 200 feet from 
the Gilbert Company’s dam, was partly 
destroyed. The water rushed over the dam 
with so much force that one of the eastern 
abutm -nts of the bridge was washed away, 
taking 12 to 15 feet of the bridge with it. 
The western abutment has not yet been dis- 
turbed, and the loss is estimated at about 
$3000. It is feared that the stones in the 
arch will continue to fall away, which would 
make the loss from $15,000 to $18,000. 

At Ludlow there was 44 feet of water 
over the upper dam and over 5 feet over the 
lower, and several departments of the

obliged to suspend operations on account of 
the high water in the river.

MAIL SACK FOUND IN THE GLEN. 


Y. P. C, U. BANQUET. 


Western Massachusetts Unions Enjoyable 
Meeting at Palmer Tuesday. 


Was Empty, and the Contents 
Scattered About. 


In spite of the storm the banquet of the 
Western Massachusetts Y. P. C. U., held in 
St. Paul’s church on ‘Tuesday evening, was 
a splendid success. The excellence of the 
supper served goes without Saying, ex- 
perienced committees looking after every 
detail of its preparation and service, under 
the leadership of Miss Annie Fish, president 
of our local union. Of visiting Unioners St. 
Paul’s church, Springfield, sent 54, Bay 
Street church 6, Monson 15; about 140 were 
present. At 815 the pastor of the church 
made a brief address of welcome, referring 
incidentally to the fact that the banquet had 
been luckily set on the 24th anniversary of 
the first Universalist preaching service in 
Palmer by Dr. Patterson, and on the 23d 
anniversary of the acceptance of the call ex- 
tended to Dr. Eaton, the first pastor of the 
chureb. He then introduced as toastmaster 
Rev. F. M. Bissell of St. Paul’s ckurch, 
Springfield, who began at once to delight 
his audience with good stories and flashes of 
wit. The first speaker, Rev. C. C. Conner of 
Monson, said that his subject, “The Whim- 
men,” seemed to have been aspirated, and 
that the subjects might be exasperated 
before the toast was done. But in the course 
of it he paid a splendid tribute to the grace 
and power and work of women every where, 
especially in the church and along lines of 
Christian activity. Rev. F. A. Bisbee, 
D. D, spoke of the meaning of the youug 
people’s movementin the churches, saying 
that it indicates a change in the idea of 
religion from exclusive interest in the othes 
world to a deeper interest in this; a realiza- 
tion on the part of young people that 
religion is as essential to success as educa- 
tion; and a desire on their part to make the 
best success of life and to do the utmost 
possible good in the world.

E. W. Allen of Brooklyn, 
New York, since deceased. The other letter 
was written to Mr. Cross by a woman who, 
65 years ago, was a schoolmate. This letter is 
written in a clear, but feminine hand, 
as carefully constructed as a magazine 
article. This letter is not only an evidence 
of the survival of the letter writing art, but 
a survival of a beautiful spirit of friend- 
ship.

It is by no means certain that the Legisla- 
ture will ratify the lease, and predictions 
are made that it will be defeated. Of course 
the railroad influence is for the lease, while 
the political influence is against it on the 
Democratic side, and there is also the new 
idea of state control, gaining ground in the 
minds of men and having some influence 
upon this matter. By the action of the 
Fitchburg directors, it is certain that the 
lease of the Fitchburg to the Boston and 
Maine will be ratified, unless new influences 
intervene before March 1, and that may 10- 
fluence the Albany lease. 

The judiciary committee continued on 
Wednesday their hearing upon the bill to 
require licenses of department stores. The 
large room of the committee was full. A 
delegation of merchants from Lowell was 
present in opposition. The head of the 
largest store of the sort in Cambridge was 
there to testify. Eben D. Jordan and John 
Shepard, heads of the two well known 
Boston firms, were also on hand to convince 
the committee and the public that their busi- 
ness was of much benefit to the public. It 
is said that the counsel for the other side, 
ex-Senator William A. Morse, formerly of 
Tisbury, but later of Boston, did not make 
the most possible out of the witnesses of the 
remonstrauts, but suffered them to advertise 
their business and to represent themselves 
as great public benefactors ina way which a 
sharp lawyer would not have permitted so 
easily. An apparently strong case was 
made out for the department stores in way 
of service to the public. Their proprietors 
were sure that they furnished goods to the 
public at better prices for the buyers than 
did the small stores. They insisted that 
they paid as good or better wages than the 
small stores, and that, In some cases, at 
least, they fixed their prices regardless of 
the prices of the little stores with which 
they were in competition. It was admitted 
by the Cambridge man that he had com- 
petition from the small ones, but he said 
that his sharpest competition was from the 
department stores in Boston. It was a kind 
of pitiful sight to look upon so many small 
store-keepers who are being driven out of 
business by the relentless combinations and 
consolidations of modern trade. The com- 
mittee must decide whether the public gains 
by it. 

Writing in advance of the event, it does 
not seem probable that the House will 
adopt the resolutions of Mr. Mellen of 
Worcester confidence in the in- 
tegrity and patriotism of Senator Hoar. 
Mellen introduced them in consequence of 
the cry of treason against Senator Hoar 
made by Congressman Cushman of the state 
of Washington. As far as appears by con- 
versation among the Republican members of 


the Legislature, they resent the charge and 
sustain Hoar #s far as his integrity and 
patriotism are concerned, whether or not 
they agree with his opposition to the Philip- 
pine policy. But there is a feeling that the 
resolutions were offered to make trouble for 
the Republicans and that it would be better 
to drop the subject. If they had been 
offered by some Republican member, they 
would have stood a much better chance of 
adoption. 


The committee on election laws has voted 
ten to one, against both general and muni- 
cipal suffrage for women. The dissenter is 
the Senate chairman, Charles H. Innes of 
Boston. On the petition for suffrage to 
married women only the committee was 
unanimous in opposition. This is said to be 


the strongest adverse vote in committee for 
many years. The women who are against 
the suffrage made a special effort this year. 
They got Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott and some 
other prominent speakers and made outa 
case which impressed the committee deeply. 
It is certain that since the referendum vote 
in 1895 the strength of the cause before the 
Massachusetts Legislature has declined 
visibly, but perhaps the vote this year will 
be different, though no reason can be seen 
for expecting it.

The killing of Gen. Lawton by the bullet 
of some unknown Filipino sharpshooter re- 
calls an interesting little story which was 
told in the corridor of the Grunewald by one 
of the officers of the Tennessee regiment 
when it passed through the city recently 
on its way home from service in the far 
East. 

“In the first advance which we made 
north of Manila,” he said, ‘we discovered 
that the native sharpshooters were exceed- 
ingly fond of locating range-marks on 
ground they thought we would be apt to 
traverse. They would know the exact 
elevation necessary to drop a bullet at some 
bush, stump or pile of stones, and if a sol- 
dier approached the spot he was pretty cer- 
tain to get it. Sometimes several men 
would be killed or wounded before the dead- 
ly indicator would be observed, and when 
any sharpshooting was going on our boys 
learned eventually to avoid all conspicuous 
objects that looked as if they might have 
been selected as range-marks. Otherwise 
the Filipinos are not remarkable as shots.”

PALMER'S FIRST TOWN DEBT. | 





How It Was Contracted Nearly 


50 Years Ago. 


FOR AN ENFIELD MAN’S BROKEN LEG. 


Interesting Story of the Occurrence Re- 


called by Old Residents Who 
Remember the Case. 


It is quite the fashion now for towns to 
have a debt for something or other, usually 
in the line of permanent improvements, and 
Palmer is to be counted among that number. 
And yet there was a time, years ago, when 
the town was free from debt and paid its 
bills as it went along. How did it get into 
debt, and for what? The story is an inter- 


esting one, as told by some of the older resi- 


dents who remember the time and occur- 
rence, though there are but few left who 
recall the matter, among them being 
Ebenez+r Brown, Dr. William Holbrook and 
Enos Calkins. 

It was between 45 and 50 years ago, and 
the town was paying its bills as it went. 
But one summer day a man from the town of 
Enfield set out for Palmer and the railroad 
which ran through it, with a load of live 
stock which he intended for the Boston 
market. On top of a spring wagon he had 
arranged a pen or crate in which he hada 
number of calves, while perched on the top 
pe held between his knees in close confine- 
menta sheep for which there was not room 
in the crate. He had fortified himself 
against the long and tedious ride with an 
internal application of certain liquids, the 
quantity being rather more than was good 
for bis steadiness of hand and clearness of 
eye. All went well however, until he 
reached the top of the Cemetery Hill east of 
Thorndike and commenced to drop down the 
grade toward Palmer. Opposite the trian- 
gular space between the three roads there, 
where at that time stone was being quarried, 
the outside of the road was built slightly the 
highest, and as he drove upon it the wagon 
tipped @® little when the wheels struck that 
spot, the calves all crowded to the lower 
side and over went the whole arrange- 
ment. Neither the wagon nor anything 
else left the road, but the man had a broken 
leg. He was attended by Dr. Holbrook, who 
thus remembers the circumstances well, it 
being soon after he came to Palmer from 
Bondsville, and one of his first cases of 
fracture. When the man recovered he was 
willing to settle’ with the town of Palmer 
for a small sum, and two of the selectmen 
were for settling, but one of them—the 
board at that time was A. V. Blanchard, 
Col. King and Marble Ferrill—was so sure 
that no jury would give @ man a verdict 
under the conditions existing that he won 
the others over and the town fought the 
case. It was tried in Northampton, and 
occupied nearly a week. The feeling which 
juries of the present day are quite likely to 
have against towns and corporations evi- 
dently existed then, for the town was beaten 
and a verdict of $2500 or $3000 was awarded 
the plaintiff, and the costs of the suit ran the 
bill up to about $5000. The town borrowed 
the money to settle, and thus established its 
first debt, and since that time, according to 
the older residents, has never been free from 
owing money. 

Dr. Holbrook particularly recalls the case 
on account of the unjustness of the decision. 
He says that the place where the accident 
occurred was not dangerous in the least, and 
was not nearly so sloping a8 many of the 
roads of the present day which are con- 
sidered all right and proper. But im- 
mediately after the accident the person who 
had charge of the roads drew a little dirt 
and filled in on the lower side, whieh had a 
bad effect on the jury when the fact was 
brought out at the trial. It was in the days 
of the old stage lines, and one of the drivers 
who had agrudge against the town so he 
went to Northampton and swore to the ex- 
ceedingly dangerous condition of that partic- 
ular strip of highway, over which he had to 
drive. 





The Hi Henry Jr. Minstrel Show. 





The Hi Henry Jr. minstrel show in the 
opera house Tuesday evening drew a very 
large attendance, nearly every seat being 
filled. Foran amateur company the show 
given was very creditable, and seemed to 
please and entertain the audience ina highly 
satisfactory manner. The usual number of 
local hits and jokes were worked in during 
the performance, and did not fail to amuse 
those present. The entertainment opened 
with an overture, followed by songs by 
various members of the company. Among 
those which were well rendered were 
“Always,” by C. F. Orcutt, and “Sing me a 
song of the Sunny South,” by A. D. Norcross. 
The first part of the programme closed with 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” with tableaux, 
which drew a good deal of applause from 
the audience. The second part of the pro- 
gramme included Volna, “The human cork- 
screw,” who packed himself in a box 19x20 
inches with apparently no difficulty, and he 
proved one of the best features of the even- 
ing. Ritter and Cantwell in their specialties 
made their usual hits with the spectators, 
and the greetings which they were accorded 
easily showed that they are favorites with 
the Palmer people. The programme was 
concluded with ‘An evening at home,” 
introducing a bunch of cakewalkers in songs 
and dances, and was a good climax for the 
well rendered evening's entertainment. A 
social dance followed, music being furnished 
by the Hi Henry orchestra. Electric cars 
were run after the entertainment and dance 
for the accommodation of those in attend- 
ance. 





Death of John F. Dawson. 


John F. Dawson, 33, died at his home on 
Park street Tuesday morning of Bright’s dis- 
ease, after an illness extending over a year. 
Mr. Dawson was born in Thorndike, where 
he worked in the mills for several years, 
then learned the barter’s trade in that vil- 
lage and in Ware, afterward working at itin 
Hartford and Springfield before coming to 
Palmer, where he was employed by H. P. 
Letters and Oliver LaSalle, later opening a 
shop for himself, which he gave up May Ist 
of last year to open a saloon on South Main 
street with M. J. Dawson under the firm 
name of Dawson & Dawson. He was mar- 
ried Nov. 13, 1896, to Minnie Dunn of Mon- 
son, who survives him with a daughter about 
eighteen months old. He also leaves a 
mother. The funeral was held from St. 
Thomas’s Catholic church yesterday fore- 
noon, a requiem high mass being celebrated 
by Rev. Michael J. Leonard, acting pastor at 
Bondsville. There was singing by the choir, 
and solos by Mrs. J. W. Baldwin of Wilbra- 
ham and J. F. Luman of Thorndike. The 
bearers were Jeremiah Connor of North- 
ampton, M. F. Moore of Monson, Charles 
McManamy, J. B. Dawson, John Manning 
and M. J. Dawson of Palmer. The barber 
shops of the place were closed during the 
funeral, and the firemen attended in a body, 
Mr. Dawson being a member of the depart- 
ment. There were numerous and very hand- 
some floral tributes, including a beautiful 
piece, hook and ladder, from the firemen, 
composed of roses, lilies of the valley, hya- 
cinths and maiden-hair fern,

“MORE EPILEPTIC BUILDINGS. 


Five New Ones to be Built There 
This Summer. 


APPROPRIATION OF $85,000 FOR THEM. 


Plans Are All Drawn and Bids Are Asked 
For. To Be Ready for Use 
Within a Year. 


The present year promises to be one of 
considerable activity at the grounds of the 
Massachusetts epileptic hospital, for unless 
the present plans fail five new buildings are 
to erected there during the summer. 
These buildings were authorized by the Leg- 
islature of 1899 in the following act: 

SECTION 1. The Board of Trustees of the Massa- 
chusetts Hospital for Epileptics are hereby au- 
thorized to expend asum not exceeding eighty- 
tive thousand dollars for the following purposes: 

For the erection of a building suflicient to ac- 
commodate not less than twenty patients, a sum 
not exceeding ten thousand dollars; for the erec- 
tion of an infirmary building suflicient to accom- 
modate not less than one hundred patients, the 
necessary physicians, officers and nurses, and for 
the construction of a kitchen and dining room 
building providing for not less than two hundred 
persons, in addition to a workshop, @ Summ OL 
exceeding seventy-five thousand dollars. 


In order to best meet the needs of the 
institution five buildings have been planned 
under this act, the plans have been drawn, 
and the trustees are this week advertising 
for bids for their construction. It is pro- 
posed to begin work as soon as possible, and 
the structures should be ready for occupancy 
within a year. 

The buildings for which plans have been 
drawn are an infirmary 110 by 50 feet, two 
stories, where will be housed the acute sick 
and those requiring trained nurses; there 
will be an attendant physician, and this 
building will accommodate 48 patients. 

Two infirmary cottages, one for men and 
another for women, will be 72 by 40 feet, two 
stories. In these will be those who are 
sick, old and feeble, but who will not re- 
quire the constant care of trained attend- 
ants. Each building will contain two 
dormitories for 13 patients each, with eight 
outside, or 34 in all. 

A cottage to accommodate 20 women, the 
building to be 60 by 50 feet, two stories, is 
also planned. 

The fifth building will contain a kitchen 
and dining room capable of accommodating 
200 persons, and also a workshop. This will 
be 100 by 60 feet, two stories. 

All will be of brick, and will be located 
east and south of the present buildings, the 
woman’s cottage being at the south of the 
present woman’s building, while the other 


buildings will be on the high ground at the 
east. 
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Death of Mrs. H. A. Lord. 


The many friends of Mrs. EH. A. Lord of 
North Wilbraham were pained to hear of her 
sudden death on Thursday of last week. 
Mrs. Lord was apparently in her usual 
health till Wednesday. For years she had 
not been well, but no alarming symptons 
appeared until last week, when she rapidly 
failed till her death. On Thursday her only 
remaining son, Ernest M., who is at present 
teaching at Hooksett, N. H., was tele- 
graphed for, but failed to reach home till 
after ber death. Mrs. Lord was born at 
Westfield, Vt., May 15, 1835, her maiden 
name being Helen A. Hunt. When 21 years 
of age she married Mr. Leroy Lord of East 
Windsor, Ct., and a happy union was thus 
formed which lasted till her death, Mr. Lord 
surviving her. Mrs. Lord was the mother of 
five children, Clarence D., Maschil H., a girl 
unnamed, Ernest and Eddie. In 1867 Mr. 
and Mrs. Lord removed from Troy, Vt., to 
Three Rivers, Mass., where they lived for 20 
odd years, gaining the friendship and con- 
fidence of all. In 1890, to secure higher 
educational advantages for their only sur- 
viving sou, Ernest M., they removed to 
North Wilbraham, and at this place as at 
Westfield, Vt., and Three Rivers, she again 
won the friendship of all and the enmity of 
none. The deceased was 65 years of age, 
and three brothers and two sisters survive 
her, Maschil Hunt of Avon, Mass., Chester 
Hunt of Cabot, Vt., Marcellus Hunt of 
Newport, Vt., Mrs. Ellen L. Follansbee of 
Boston, Mass., and Mrs. Mary Hoyt of 
Newport Center, Vt.

Senator Hoar against the charge of treason 
which was made by Congressman Cushman 
of the of Washington before the 
Middlesex Club on the night of Lincoln's 
birthday. The decision is wise and it was 
put on the right ground, that it is not the

province of the House to pay attention to 
the remarks of a speaker before a private 
club. It has been said that intimation was 
received from administration sources in 
Washington that it would be best not to 
admit the resolution, on the ground that 
Hoar was with them on every point but 
imperialism and it would be better to let the 
matter drop. Mellen was not author of the 
resolutions, but they were written by a 


Boston newspaper man and handed to 
Mellen as the member most likely to make @ 
fight for them, if the matter needed a fight. 
But Mellen himself was satistied with the 
result, for he sat still in his seat while the 


adverse report was accepted under a SUs- 
pension of the rules.

It has been said to me 
by a member of the House that Smith made

So the enemies of the 
commission would seem to have the advan- 
tage, and it remains to be seen whether the 
committees on agriculture and ways and 
means, plus the intluential members of the 
House, will be able to offset this influence. 


The speaker was similarly disposed to put 
on the committee to investigate the metro- 
politan water board Mr. Walsh of Clinton, 
who offered the order for investigation, but 
finally he was persuaded not to take this 
course, for Walsh would have been rather a 
prosecutor than a judge. The Senate chair- 
man is Mr. Post of Berkshire and the House 
chairman is Mr. Stone of Springfield, both 
of them able men. It will be noticed that, 
in this case, Speaker Myers has creditably 
followed the precedent this year of President 
Smith in appointing a Democrat (Senator 


Kenefick of Hampden) chairman of a com- 
mittee and has given this honor to Mr. Stone, 
who has been mentioned as Democratic 
candidate for governor and who would 
certainly be a creditable candidate of the 
party, though young Mr. Paine will have the 
honor this year. Formerly some Democrats 
were always appointed to chairmansbips, 
and it is only since 1893 that the party line 
has been drawn strictly against them, no 
matter how able they might be. 


An adverse report has been made upon the

woman suffrage occurred in the House Tues- 
day afternoon, and it ended with a vote of 
38 for women to 224 against them. It was 
not a particularly brilliant debate. Mr. Fall 
of Malden opened it, and he had not pre- 
pared himself, but took the floor, apparently 
at the suggestion of Henry B. Blackwell, to 
save that side from utter failure. But there 
were other speakers for the women. The 
debate was not nearly as thorough as it used 
to be when 
divided and when the speakers went into 
the merits of the case more. The arguments 
were more scrappy and superficial. They 
were of the sort to catch votes, not to con- 
vert thinking men. The leader of the op- 
position to the was Charles E. 
Saunders of Boston, who was the head of 


the man suffrage association in 1895 when 
the referendum on this question occurred. 
He made the point that on this one matter 
the members were not free to vote according 
to the judgment because they already had 
the instructions of their constituents, for on 
the referendum, every senatorial and repre- 
sentative district in the state voted against 
suffrage for women. The cause seems to 
make no headway whatever in this state, 
but it is not nearly as strong as it was before 
the opinion of the men and of the women, 30 
strong in opposition, was declared at the 
referendum. 


The move for municipal lighting continues 
with life enough to bother the gas and 
electric light companies every year, while it 
does not have strength enough to sweep 
everything before it. The tendency of the 
times is toward the control by the people of 
these functions of distribution, but the 
movement is slow. The opposition is united 
and strong and it has plenty of funds for 
misleading the public. It is fortunate that 
the gas and electric light commission has 
determined that gas Haverhill can be 
made for 80 cents per 1000 cubic feet, and it 
is fortunate also that the order for an inquiry 
into the Boston gas situation was passed in 
both House and Senate before the Boston 
gas ring gathered sutticient strength to de- 
feat it. Whatever be the outcome of the 
Boston fight, it looks as if the ring would be 
compelled to show up more of its true in- 
wardness than it has ever done before, for 
the counsel for the consumers is George Ww. 
Anderson, who was counsel for the people in 
the Haverhill case and who has been con- 
nected with previous gas fights in the Legis- 
lature. 

It is wonderful how the interest persists 
in the abandoned farms of Massachusetts. 
It is nine years since the state issued its first 
catalogue. None have been issued since 
1897, but still people from remote and near 
parts of the country send in letters for the 
pamphlet, while the calls at the office in the 
state house for it are about equal to those 
received in writing. Since last August 
about 140 written applications have been 
made. One day brought in seven, and [I 
have seen on the list several days of five 
each. Many come from New York state. 
One was from North Carolina. In conse- 
quence of this, the committee on agriculture 
has reported a resolve appropriating $1000 
for the issue of another edition of the pam- 


phiet. Many of the applicants want farms 
for poultry or sheep and fruit raising. / 
few want them for summer homes. The 
introduction of electric lines gives better 
communication to the rural districta and 
there is a slow current in return for the 
much stronger current to the cities. The 
buying up of immense tracts of farming 
land for private game preserves does not 
tend to the repopulation of the state, and it 
is a question whether the agricultural 
authorities would approve the acquisition of 
large preserves by rich sportsmen from the 
cities, even if the farmers who are bought 
out did make good bargains. 


The banking committee reports unan- 
imously against permitting savings banks to 
invest in the securities of street railway 
companies.

beyond its limits objecting to helping pay for 
what does them “no good.” In many in- 
stances the expense would be considerable, 
but there not infrequently comes a time 
when in a few short hours the protection 
would be worth its cost many times over.
